Elsewhere in these columns will be found an article 
on “Localization of Regiments,” by Major John C. 
Gresham, 15th U.S. Cav., which contains a suggestion 
calculated not only to stimulate pride and the spirit of 
emulation in the Army, but to popularize the military 
service throughout the country at large. It is in brief 
that we might profit in the direction indicated by local- 
izing or individualizing regiments or corps of the Army 
as is done in England, a custom which, if adopted, would 
undoubtedly appeal to the public imagination in a most 
effective and wholesome way. One point upon which 
Major Gresham places special stress, and with good rea- 
son, is that by naming a regiment after a particular city, 
neighborhood or State, recruiting for that organization 
in that community would not only be greatly simplified, 
but that it would draw the most desirable class of young 
men into the Service. Major Gresham’s views on this 
poimt are in accord with the experience of the military 
authorities of England, where recruiting now is not only 
dificult but unsatisfactory, in that the physical quality 
of recruits shows a marked deterioration as compared 
with former standards. Reports recently published from 
the British War Office show that on Oct. 1, 1903, the 
army, counting regulars, militia, yeomanry and volun- 
teers, was 179,581 below strength and that as the infan- 
try of the line is suffering the most in this respect some 
more effective measures than those now in vogue will 
have to be devised to attract young men into the ranks. 
Commenting on this subject the Military Mail of London 
says—and its remarks lend force to Major Gresham’s 
recommendation with regard to the United States Army: 
“One of the best aids to recruiting that has been at- 
tempted lately has been the marches of various line regi- 
ments through their territorial districts. Last year the 
Bedfordshire, Essex, and Royal Munster Fusiliers all 
took part in these marches with satisfactory results in 
each case, and it is to be hoped that this movement will 
be tried on a more extended scale this year.” 

In New Orleans, where the race feeling is always 
notably strong, a vast amount of premature wrath has 
been excited by the withdrawal of Lieut. David F. Boyd, 
U.S.N., recently in command of the itinerant recruiting 
party in that city. It is said, but evidently without 
reason, as will presently appear, that Lieutenant Boyd, 
during his stay in New Orleans, persistently refused to 
enroll negroes as naval recruits, and his supposed at- 
titude on the negro question has been effusively praised 
by the press and public of that city. Consequently, when 
it was announced a few days ago that he would shortly 
leave the city it was instantly assumed that his transfer 
vas Meant as a condemnation of his supposed opposition 

colored recruits, whereupon the New Orleans news- 
papers by common consent plunged into an outburst of 
superheated indignation at the President, the Secretary 
‘ the Navy and pretty much all others in authority. 
low premature was all this fiery outbreak is sufficiently 
iown by the following statement from Rear Admiral] 
ienry C. Taylor, Chief of the Bureau of Navigation 
‘ the Navy Department: “There are several things that 
iay be said about this matter. No action has been taken 
by the bureau in regard to Lieutenant Boyd. The bureau 
has issued no orders to exclude colored men from the 
Navy, nor is it contemplated that they will be excluded, 
with or without orders. As a matter of fact a small 
number of colored mé@n, twelve or twenty, I don’t re- 
member which, are being recruited at New Orleans for 
the practice squadron this summer. The station at 
New Orleans is not a regular station. It was established 
Ly a traveling recruiting party, which will next move to 
Memphig. The station at New Orleans may be closed in 
a short time, but it will not be in consequence of the 
present incident. ‘The great demand for the services of 
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the rich province of Tarapaca, which had until then be- 
longed to Peru, should be administered by Chili for a 
period of ten years, at the end of which the inhabitants 
should be permitted to decide by ballot whether they 
should renew their allegiance to Peru or continue under 
Chilian rule. Peru agreed to that arrangement at the 
close of a disastrous war simply because it was the lesser 
of the hardships which threatened her, and has evidently 
observed the obligation in good faith. For one reason 
or another Chili, however, declined in 1893 to join Peru 
in submitting the question of sovereignty to_the inhabi- 
tants of the segregated province, and so late as 1900 re- 
jected a new convention concluded with Peru providing 
for a plebiscite to settle the whole difficulty. Peru con- 
tends that Chili has acted in bad faith in the matter, and 
mildly insists that the question shall be submitted to the 
people of Tarapaca in accordance with the treaty agree- 
ment. The reports sent out from the Peruvian capital 
are in brief that Chili has resolved upon the forcible 
annexation of the province, and that the United States 


would be asked to prevent the undertaking. The Chilian — 


Minister at Washington disclaims any such purpose on 
the part of his government, declaring that no annexa- 
tion project is under consideration “at present.” It is 
difficult to see how the United States could interfere in 
the controversy even if the story were true. The do- 
mestic controversies of the South American republics are 
matters which do not concern the United States Govern- 
ment, no matter how strongly they may appeal in be- 
half of the weak as against the strong. The Tarapaca 
dispute is nevertheless a menace to the peace between 
Chili and Peru, and its permanent adjustment would be 
viewed nowhere with keener gratification than in the 
United States.

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Inasmuch as it is not the custom of the United States 
Government to detail military attachés to the various 
governments in the West Indies with the exception of 
Cuba, the proposed assignment of Capt. Charles Young 
9th U.S. Cavalry, as attaché to our legation in San 
Domingo, is probably a precautionary measure adopted 
because of the chaotic condition of political affairs in 
that country and their delicate relation to American in- 
terests. The situation in San Domingo is evidently im- 
proving somewhat, but is still critical and may yet re- 
quire the intervention of American influence to prevent 
the utter ruin of the country or to protect it against op- 
pressive demands from foreign creditors, The possibili- 
ties in that direction are so grave that it is important 
that the government at Washington should possess the 
fullest obtainable information as to Dominican condi- 
tions, resources and sentiment, and it is to provide that 
information doubtless that Captain Young will be or- 
dered to the island. His fitness for the service is beyond 
question. He is a graduate of the Military Academy, a 
Cavalry officer of worth and experience and being a mem- 
ber of the colored race he will probably command the 
immediate confidence and good will of ‘the Dominican 
people. We do not doubt that his mission will produce 
results of substantial value to his Government.

Medical Inspector John W. Ross, U.S.N., and Major 
Louis A. La Garde, Med. Dept., U.S.A., who accompanied 
the members of the Panama Canal Commission in the 
tour of inspection on the isthmus from which they re- 
turned on April 27, as noted in these columns last week, 
report that sanitary conditions in the canal zone are 
really more serious than anybody had supposed them to 
be. On the entire isthmus there is not a rod of sewer 
and only one bath room. Even in the costly residence 
buildings erected by the French engineers there are no 
modern conveniences. The only water supplied for do- 
mestic purposes is brought in barrels from distant sources 
and it breeds mosquitoes by the million. In order to 
effect the necessary sewerage in Colon it will be neces- 
sary to raise the city four feet. The entire canal zone 
will have to be provided with an extensive system of 
drainage and to provide an adequate supply of pure 
water will involve an outlay of millions of dollars. It 
will be seen that the sanitary problem is one of the most 
difficult as well as one of the most important of all those 
involved in the canal project. Upon its correct solution 
depends the safety and success of the whole enterprise. 





The Board on Construction will begin the considera- 
tion of plans for the new battleship and armored cruiser 
authorized by the last Congress as soon as they can be 
prepared by the Bureau of Construction and Repair. It 
is understood that the plans for the new battleship will 
probably be identical with those of the Minneapolis class, 
there being possibly a few modifications of slight im- 
portance. The armored cruiser will probably differ from 
those now building, though in what respect remains to 
be determined. A number of sets of plans are now in 
preparation under the direction of the Chief Constructor. 
Following the announcement that plans were in prepara- 
tion for the three new scout ships authorized by the last 
Congress, two of which are to be fitted with turbines, 
comes the news that these ships will probably have a 
beam of forty-six and one-half feet and that it is hoped 
to get the increased beam without a reduction in draught. 
The agent of the Parsons Company has been in consul- 
tation this week with Rear Admiral Rae, Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering. It is planned that re- 
ciprocating engines shall be placed in one scout ship and 
turbines in the other two.

Before going to Kiska island the Concord and Marble- 
head will have their bottoms repaired at Mare Island, 
joining the squadron later at Honolulu. After a visit 
to Kiska island the squadron will return to Puget Sound. 
In the meantime the Wyoming and the Preble and Paul 
Jones will cruise up the coast, visiting the port cities in 
California, Oregon and Washington. It is probable that 
a third destroyer will be put into commission in a short 
time if the officers for it are available, and this addi- 
tional destroyer will make the cruise with the Wyoming. 
It is still the intention of the Department to establish 
a South Pacific division of the Pacific squadron as soon 
as four ships can be secured for the duty. The field of 
operations of the new division will extend from Panama 
down the South American coast. This will enable the 
Pacific squadron to make more frequent visits to Hono- 
lulu and to the Aleutian islands with a cruise from time 
to time as far as Guam. No plans for the Pacific squad- 
ron after its return to Puget Sound have been formu- 
lated.

Announcement is made at the Bureau of Navigation 
that the number of recruiting parties in the field is 
shortly to be reduced from six to three, as the enlisted 
force ig already recruited close up to the limit.

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Referring to a report published in these columns April 
16 to the effect that there was a feeling among some na- 
val officials that the presentation of large and costly ser- 
vices of silves to new naval vessels was something of an 
annoyance to commanding’ officers and that a relief tab- 
let or a ship’s bell would be a more suitable gift, an offi- 
cer of the Navy sends us the following interesting letter: 
“You are totally in error in your conclusions, and to 
show this I beg to state that I have been fortunate 
enough to serve on several ships which had been the re- 
cipients of valuable silver services and never have found 
the slightest evidence that they were white elephants, 
nor have I ever heard anyone express such an opinion. 
I remember on one occasion an old gentleman visited the 
ship and requested to be shown around, which courtesy 
I showed him, and among other things I showed him the 
silver service which was particularly handsome and was 
kept part in the cabins of the admiral, captain, ward- 
room and junior officers. He asked me a number of ques- 
tions concerning the Service and after his visit was over 
and before he left the ship he remarked that I had made 
him feel very bad. Of course I was very much surprised 
and could not conceive in what way I had hurt his feel- 
ings, as I had thought I had been particularly courteous. 
He smiled and added that he had been one of a committee 
to select a silver service for presentation to a certain 
ship, but they read in a paper just such an article as you 
have written and at his suggestion the gift was changed 
to a bronze statue, which was duly furnished and pre- 
sented to the ship, and not until now did he realize what 
a mistake he had made. This handsome bronze statue 
now is safely kept in a back storeroom in a navy yard 
and the ship has been for many years going merrily to 
sea without this encumbrance, but compelled. every time 
she gives an entertainment on board to borrow from 
other ships that have been more fortunate. A new ship’s 
present should be like a bride’s present, something that 
she can keep for all time, that would be a service but 
beautiful and such that the mere contemplation of it 
would bring up greatful remembrance. A silver service 
does not require much care to keep it in order, and I 
have never known of a sentry being placed over it or of 
a piece being stolen. Officers and men take a pride in it 
and the only objection that I can conceive is that by its 
nature the officers derive nearly all the benefit from it. 
What have we in the place that has been satisfactory? 
Absolutely nothing. As for a library, this aboard ship is 
necessarily ephemeral. As for a relief tablet or ship’s 
bell a plate in the double bottom might just as well be 
presented. Of course the tablet or bell will be received 
with courtesy, but you may be sure that these objects 
will never be pointed out with pride to any stranger who 
ever visits that ship. It is conceivable that a 
tablet could most appropriately be presented to 
a battle-scarred ship to commemorate its moments 
of glory, but to a ship going into commission I 
can assure you that the tablet, no matter how beautiful, 
will be received in just the same way as one does the re- 
ceipt of a pictured card with lady-like verses on the 
‘Spirit of Prayer’ when he has been expecting a letter. 
There is only one thing to do—draw your curtain, throw 
the sweet verses out the port, keep the air blue until you 
get in a good humor again, then sit down and write a 
nice letter of thanks.”

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Lieut. Bion B. Bierer, U.S.N., publishes an article 
in the Proceedings of the United States Naval Institute 
outlining “A Proposed System of Punishments for Cer- 
tain Offenses Against Navy Regulations” which is of 
special interest in connection with the protest of our 
correspondent, “Paul Jones,’ which appeared in these 
columns last week, against “an out-of-date system of 
punishments and discipline—a system in which cells and 
restrictions enter largely instead of fines.” What “Paul 
Jones” particularly objected to is the fact that “the 
commander of a battleship has not the right of fine 
exercised by a two-penny justice of the peace in a two- 
penny town,” but has to punish by imprisonment many 
offenses for which a loss of pay would be sufficient pen- 
alty. This view is evidently shared by Lieutenant Bierer, 
who holds that in all cases of men accused of over-stay- 
ing their shore liberty the guilt should be determined and 
the penalty prescribed by the commanding officer, and 
that all such offenses should be punished with fines 
ranging from one day’s pay for overstaying two to four 
hours to twenty days’ pay for overstaying thirty-six to 
forty-eight hours. For such offenses as overstaying from 
forty-eight hours to ten days, leaving ship without prop- 
er authority, being under the influence of liquor, having 
liquor in one’s possession or smuggling the same on board 
ship or into a navy yard, Lieutenant Bierer recommends 
a court of three officers, the majority deciding, but with 
no more paper work than that required for a punishment 
imposed by the commanding officer. For the first offense 
of any of the classes designated it is proposed that the 
punishment shall be the loss of one month’s pay, for the 
second offense the loss of two months’ pay, and for the 
third offense the loss of three months’ pay or dismissal 
with bad conduct discharge. In commenting upon his 
proposed system Lieutenant Bierer says that when men 
are deprived of liberty for any length of time at a place 
where their shipmates are enjoying this privilege the re- 
sult is restlessness and dissatisfaction among those de- 
prived of it, and that misconduct, and in many cases 
desertion, is the consequence. “I think all, or nearly all, 
who have a thorough knowledge of the subject,” Lieu- 
tenant Bierer continues, “will agree that a system with 





loss of pay as the punishment for the offenses I have 
named is far superior to any other, just as a fine is con- 
sidered the adequate punishment for a violation of city 
ordinances of a similar nature, and I feel that the pun- 
ishment for these offenses should be the same on board 
all naval vessels and at all naval stations.”

Taking into account the enormous and increasing” im- 
portance of submarine cables in their relation to inter- 
national warfare, it is quite probable that the work of 
looking after those lines of communication will hence- 
forth require more and more attention from naval com- 
manders. The cutting of submarine lines in time of war 
is merely an incident in the breaking of the enemy’s lines 
of communication, and under conceivable conditions it 
is quite as important as the shutting off of his ammuni- 
tion and supplies. Capt. Caspar F. Goodrich, U.S.N., 
points out in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute that 
it was the submarine cable that told Cervera of the at- 
tack on San Juan, P.R., thus turning him away from the 
destination to which he had been ordered and which 
Sampson had rightly guessed. If the cables leading to 
Porto Rico had been promptly cut at the outbreak of 
hostilities, says Captain Goodrich, Cervera would have 
met off San Juan the fate which overtook him off Santi- 
ago, “and the war would have been over before it had 
fairly begun.” It follows from this and other experience 
that accurate information as to the location of all sub- 
marine telegraph lines should be at the disposal of the 
commander-in-chief. Captain Goodrich therefore makes 
the interesting proposal that there shall be added to the 
Navy a properly equipped cable ship, the special function 
of which shall be the cutting of ocean cables leading into 
the territory of the enemy, and the protection of our own 
communications against such attacks. Such a _ vessel, 
says Captain Goodrich, “will come when the clouds of war 
next gather on our horizon, and when she comes she will 
come to stay.” It is interesting to observe that this view 
as to the value of a cable ship is exactly in line with that 
entertained by a highly accomplished officer of the Sig- 
nal Corps of the Army, Major George O. Squier, who 
says: “It may be said at present that no modern fleet 
is complete without a cable ship especially designed for 
cable operations in time of war.” 





Lieut. Col. Alfred Reynolds, I.G. Dept., U.S.A., has 
written and the War Department has published in at- 
tractive form a monograph on “The Life of an Enlisted 
Soldier In the United States Army,” which it would be 
well to circulate extensively in every community where 
the Government is seeking or expects to seek for re- 
cruits for the military service. This work, which is hand- 
somely illustrated, tells in plain terms just what may be 
expected by and what is required of the private soldier 
of the Army. It describes the character and scope of his 
work, his privileges, duties and opportunities, and shows 
plainly enough that while the Army is no place for 
drones, rowdies or cowards, it opens lines for honorable 
advancement to the self-respecting, sober, ambitious young 
American whose temperament inclines him to a military 
career. Colonel Reynolds writes in a spirit of keen sym- 
pathy for the man in the ranks, and his work should be 
in the hands of every young man who contemplates en- 
listment in the Army. In his conclusion the author says: 
“This brief sketch of the life and prospects of the en- 
listed man was not written with the intention of enticing 
with fair words and promises young men into the Ser- 
vice, but to set forth the true state of life in the Army, to 
the end that anyone with a leaning toward the soldier’s 
profession may have the chances and possibilities of such 
a life favorably stated to him before he takes a step 
which he may have cause to regret, and with a hope that 
it may correct those who have hitherto misconstrued the 
character of the soldiers of the Regular Army. And it 
is also hoped that when considering these pages they will 
take into account that the United States soldier is the 
representative of a conservative body of men trained to 
uphold the laws of his country, even at the cost of his 
life, and that his devotion has enabled his countrymen 
to conquer the wilderness and to people it with happy 
homes, and therefore give him that place in their es- 
teem to which he is justly entitled.”

Two more Navy officers have resigned their commis- 
sions. They are Ensigns William S. Case and John P. 
Jackson, of the gunboat Nashville. The Department has 
accepted the resignation of Ensign Case, and will prob- 
ably take similar action on that of Ensign Jackson. The 
excuse of Ensign Case for resigning was that he was dis- 
pleased with the commander of the Nashville, Comdr. 
John Hubbard, of whom he complained in a letter sent 
with his resignation. The complaint and the resignation 
were forwarded to the Department early in November, 
prior to the Panama revolution, but neither seemed to 
have been considred at the time as being worthy of serious 
consideration. In reply to a second letter from Ensign 
Case asking why his resignation had not been accepted, 
the Department replied that it sometimes found it incon- 
venient to accept the resignation of an officer on foreign 
service. At the same time an inquiry into the cause of 
the trouble between Ensign Case and his commanding of- 
ficer was instituted, the conclusion being that the chief 
trouble lay in an “incompatibility of ideas.” Mr. Jack- 
son gave as his reason for resigning that his father’s es- 
tate demanded his personal attention. The law requires 
that each midshipman shall serve the Government for 
eight years after entering the Navy, and this period in 
the case of Ensign Jackson, who entered in 1897, will 


not expire until September, 1905. It is possible that the 
Department will hold Ensign Jackson to his agreement, 
though it is claimed by some that to do so does not lic 
within the Government’s power, on the ground that en- 
forcement of military service in time of peace is not per- 
missible. 

An interesting suggestion on the subject of promo- 
tion in the Army is offered by Capt. James Postel] Jer 
vey, C.E., U.S.A., in an admirable paper on “Esprit De 
Corps,” which he contributes to the Journal of the Mili- 
tary Service Institution. After remarking that the pro. 
motion examinations held during and immediately subse- 
quent to the Spanish War were farcical, and pardonable 
only because of the urgent need of officers and that the 
standards which prevailed in those examinations should 
not be adopted for future use under peace conditions, 
Captain Jervey says: “Promotion by seniority will cause 
the advancement of unworthy men unless carefully con- 
trolled. This control lies with the promotion boards, 
whose recommendations should be based both on records 
and on examinations, and should be final. If all officers 
had equal opportunities and equal chances for honors 
as have the cadets at West Point, if their relative rank 
depended only on their relative ability, worth and energy, 
as is also the case with the cadets, then a system of pro- 
motion by partial selection would be possible. Such a 
condition of affairs is manifestly impossible in practice, 
however desirable it may be in theory, and the advance- 
ment of unworthy men must be prevented, and the high 
standard of excellence maintained by rigid promotion ex- 
aminations and requirements as to record.” 








Having steadfastly urged that the safety of Ameri- 
can interests in the Philippines required the maintenance 
of a cautious, moderate policy looking to the spread of 
education and the expansion of industry as the only solid 
foundations for self-government, we view with appre- 
hension the beginning of a general political agitation in 
the islands along the lines of party division as they are 
drawn in the United States. The insular Democratic 
convention which assembled in Manila on April 30 and 
elected delegates to the Democratic National Convention 
of the United States, will be followed, it may be assumed, 
by an insular Republican convention for the election of 
delegates to the Republican National Convention. The 
result will probably be to plunge the islands into a de- 
moralizing party agitation which cannot possibly do the 
natives any good but which is morally certain to do them 
serious harm. The Democratic convention at Manila 
declared in favor of a territorial form of government 
for the islands, and the Republican convention will in 
all likelihood follow suit if only to prevent the Demo- 
crats from raising an issue that would be wholly per- 
nicious and misleading. At this distance the movement 
looks suspiciously like the work of white-faced dema- 
gogs from the United States. 

Comdr. Austin M. Knight, Lieut. Albert C. Dieffen- 
bach and Prof. Philip R. Alger have been appointed as 
a board which will soon convene at Indian Head, Md., 
for the purpose of investigating very thoroughly the 
whole question of smokeless powder, interior ballistics 
and such other matters relating to gun fire as need to 
be looked into. The board will conduct extensive experi- 
ments. Although following out the recommendation of 
Rear Admiral Barker in his review of the findings of 
the Missouri court of inquiry, the appointment of this 
board was made before the accident on board the Mis- 
souri occurred and was due to the wish of the Chief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance to have at hand all the informa- 
tion possible bearing on these subjects. The board will 
make an elaborate and exhaustive study of the whole 
question,

The vessels which will be taken by Rear Admiral 
Barker from Pensacola for the cruise to Europe will 
comprise the battleships Kearsarge, Maine, Iowa and 
Alabama, and the cruisers Olympia, Baltimore and 
Cleveland, and it is probable that the Des Moines and 
the Mayflower will join the squadron at a later date. 
This squadron is expected to proceed from Pensacola 
to Guantanamo, from which point the voyage will be 
made to Lisbon, Portugal, and thence to other ports on 
that side of the Atlantic.

Official returns from the War Department, stating 
the number of recruits for the line of the Army enlisted

In view of the fact that the artificers’ school at the 
Norfolk Navy Yard is turning out as many artificers as 
are needed, it has been decided not to establish the con- 
templated artificers’ school at Mare Island. 
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With the specific, though somewhat tardy, acknowl- 
edgement of Russia that her battleship, the Petropav- 
lovsk, was destroyed at Port Arthur by a Japanese mine, 
the discussion as to the cause of that appalling tragedy 
comes to an end. It is worth noting, however, t¥at the 
fate of the Petropavlovsk has modified the opinion hither- 
to entertained by Mr. H. W. Wilson, an English author 
who has written much on modern armor-clads, that a 
modern battleship could not be destroyed by an external 
explosion below the water line. After the destruction of 
the U.S.S. Maine in Havana harbor on the night of 
february 15, 1898, Mr. Wilson, whose opinions on naval 
questions are highly respected on both sides of the At- 
antic, published many newspaper and magazine articles 
in support of the contention that the vessel could not have 
been destroyed from the outside. He was severely critical 
of the officers of the Maine, insisted that they were at 
fault, and ridiculed the theory that a torpedo or submarine 
mine exploded under the vessel could have fired her mag- 
azines. But with the hideous affair of the Petropaviovsk 
before him his view of the tragedy at Havana is com- 
pletely revised. The explosion beneath the Russian bat- 
tleship, he points out, detonated the whole mass of ex- 
plosives in her magazines, and “she met the fate of the 
Maine.” Recurring to the case of the Maine, Mr. Wil- 
son says: “Investigation by divers rendered it almost 
certain that a mine had exploded under her, and had 
fired the forward magazine. How the mine got there and 
who exploded it are mysteries to this hour, and —— 
will never be disclosed.” Waiving altogether the ques- 
tion whether the Maine was destroyed by an external 
explosion, events at Port Arthur have proved beyond 
all doubt that she could have been.

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The London Engineer holds that the destruction of the 
Vetropaviovsk is full of unpleasant suggestions for the 
naval archietct. It adds: “In type she so closely re- 
-embied our own Royal Sovereign class, though smaller, 
that the circumstances of her loss possess extraordinary 
interest. The one fact which appears to be certainly 
known is that a hole being blown in her bottom she up- 
set. This revives an old controversy which was at its 
height at the time Mr. Nathaniel Barnaby was chief 
‘onstructor, concerning the effect of a loss of displace- 
nent on the stability of a warship. It has been main- 
tained, furthermore, that a longitudinal bulkhead is sure 
o cause disaster, one side of the ship being overloaded. 
When the breakdown occurred some years ago in the 
\tlantie liner City of Paris, it was held to be a fortunate 
ircumstance that the central bulkhead was pierced.”

Capt. M. Kaburaki, the new Japanese naval attaché, 
who recently arrived in London from Japan, has made a 
formal denial to certain allegations of Russian naval of- 
ticers. “You may take it as final,’’ he is quoted as say- 
ng, “that the Japanese navy does not include submarine 
vessels in its fleet. In my opinion the present class of 
submarine-boats is far too flimsy in construction for seri- 
»us work, and the vessels are not sufficiently far ad- 
vaneed for our country to run risks with them. Besides, 
our officers and men prefer to fight above water, where 
they can see the foe, and not in the depths, where one has 
o trust to chance a great deal. We place more reliance 
on our mechanical or automatic mines, invented by Cap- 
ain Ode, one of which destroyed the Petropavlovsk.”

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The opinion of President Roosevelt on the subject of 
aittleships is indiéated by the following extract from 
iis letter of Feb. 18, 1898, addressed to the Secretary of 
‘he Navy and published in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
1 March 5, 1904, p. 709. Mr. Roosevelt said: “Ex- 
perience with the torpedo boat, in foreign navies no less 
than in our own, shows that while under favorable cir- 
cumstances it is undoubtedly a most terrible engine of 
war, these favorable circumstances may very rarely oc- 
ur. At present our Navy is particularly short in tor- 
pedo boats, and we need to have this arm of this Service 
leveloped relatively to the others; but nothing could be 
more foolish than the talk of substituting torpedo boats 
or battleships and cruisers. Except when working at 
night, or under conditions which favor a surprise, the 
torpedo boat is absolutely helpless against any seagoing 
ship armed with rapid-fire guns, whether the ship be 
large or small, and under no circumstances is it fit to do 
rough work at sea, or to perform any of the duties taken 
1s a matter of course by regular seagoing craft.”

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The War Department has been called upon by Capt. 
John P. Walker. U.S.A., retired, to settle a disagreement 
he had last September with Coi. Albert S. Mills, Super- 
intendent of the Military Academy. Captain Walker has 
preferred charges against Colonel Mills which will de- 
mand action of some sort. It seems. according to the pa- 
pers now before the War Department, that Captain 
Walker was ordered away from the military post at West 
Point last September by Colonel Mills, who asserts that 
he insulted a young woman employed as a typewriter at 
the Academy. Captain Walker took umbrage at the ac- 
tion of Colonel Mills and submitted his side of the case 
to the War Department in an official communication. 
The letter was referred to Colonel Mills without remark 
and has caused that officer to make a detailed explana- 




















tien of the occurrence which Captain Walker claims is 
untrue and upon which he bases his charges against the 
Superintendent of the Academy. The matter is now be- 
ing investigated by the War Department. Those who 
are familiar with the idiosyncrasies and experiences of 
Captain Walker will require no explanation of the action 
of Colonel Mills of which complaint is made.

; Capt. Hugh J. Gallagher, General Staff, U.S.A., who 
has made a careful study of the progress of the war in 
the Far East, is greatly impressed with the general ef- 
ficiency displayed by the Japanese, and expresses the be- 
lief that in crossing the Yalu they have successfully 
solved their first great military problem. He adds: 
“Looking back at events since the beginning of the war 
one cannot but be struck with admiration for the judg- 
ment and system that has marked every operation of 
the Japanese thus far. The alluring almost irresistible 
prospect of advantages that would have followed a suc- 
cessful attempt to capture Newchang and make its 
splendid harbor a base for further operations has been 
put aside for the slower but surer method of reaching 
the objective—the Russian army—through Korea. The 
military qualities of commanders will now be brought in- 
to play, and the next few weeks will demonstrate whether 
Japan has been as successful in selecting her generals as 
she has in the selection of her admirals.”

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For those nervous patriots who delight in conjuring 
up the grotesque bugaboo of “militarism” and bemoaning 
the burden it imposes upon the American taxpayer, 
there is food for reflection in a comparative statement 
of the cost of national government in the leading coun- 
tries of the world, which has been published by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of the United States Treasury. Ac- 
cording to this statement it appears that the cost of na- 
tional government in the United Kingdom in 1903 amount- 
ed to $21.39 per capita of population; in France it was 

17.84; in Austria-Hungary, $14.27; in the Netherlands, 
11.49; in Germany, $9.45; in Sweden, $9.54. The fig- 
ures for Russia are not given, but if available they would 
doubtless show a higher per capita than any of those not- 
ed above. Turning to the American continent, we find 
Argentina with a per capita expenditure of $12.68 and 
Canada with $9.30, while the United States, with all its 
colossal projects, made a per capita expenditure last 
year of only $7.97—the lowest rate for national govern- 
ment of any nation in the world! In view of this show- 
ing the cry about the monetary burdens of “militarism” 
sounds suspiciously babyish.

There are some things which the Germans do better 
than we do, and one them is the way they conduct their 
Navy League. At the close of the year 1903 the German 
Navy League had 633,000 enrolled members and 3,595 
branches. The income of the organization during the 
year was $135,370 and its disbursements amounted to 
$118,220, leaving a balance of $17,150 in the treasury. 
In addition to that balance the league owns property 
valued at $67,145, not counting a fund of $35,620 which 
it has raised for benevolent purposes in connection with 
the Navy. During the year it spent $11,250 on popular 
naval literature for free distribution. A special depart- 
ment devotes its energies to enlisting the press in advo- 
cacy of continuous naval expansion, another is devoted 
to the maintenance of free reading rooms where full in- 
formation on naval questions is conspicuously displayed, 
while a third is specially charged with the promotion of 
the objects of the league in schools and colleges and 
among women. All of which conveys the impression that 
the German Navy League is in the hands of men who 
know how. 
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Reports from Manila received at the War Department 
state that the improvement of Manila harbor is steadily 
advancing. Appropriations to the amount of $2,000,000 


gold have already been made, and there is paid out 
monthly for the contracts on the harbor and the govern- 
ment work in the Pasig the sum of $100,000 gold. The 
harbor improvement was planned by the Spaniards, Span- 
ish engineers thirty years ago drew the plans on which 
the American engineers are now proceeding. Americans 
say that the Spaniards did their work well, and that there 
is little to be added to it. The Spanish Government, 
however, for lack of funds, made slow progress, and sus- 
pended work at the beginning of the insurrection in 1806. 
Their machinery was found lying disused and rotting 
when the Americans took possession. The new break- 
water runs parallel to the city shore line, and is 3,000 
feet long. The opening for vessels to enter and pass out 
will be 450 feet wide. In the dredging which has been 
done the contractors have moved 3,000,000 yards of earth.

Some of the veterans of the Civil War entitled to pen- 
sions under the recent executive order extending the op- 


eration of a previous order defining age as a disability 
are likely to be considerably embarrassed by a new rul- 
ing of Pension Commissioner Ware. That official an- 
nounces that in considering claims presented under the 
executive order the muster rolls of the Army and Navy 
will not be accepted as proof of a man’s age, and that 
the applicant will be required to prove his age by other 
evidence. The Commissioner cites the well known fact 
that many young men who enlisted during the Civil War 
represented themselves as several years older than they 
really were in order to gain admission to the Army, and 
holds that consequently the muster rolls are not absolute- 
ly trustworthy evidences on questions of age.

The squadron of the 5th Cavalry, Troops E and G, 
reached Fort Wingate, N.M., April 27, on their march 
overland from Fort Logan, Colo., to Fort Apache, O.T., 
805 miles.

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OUR ARMY IN PBRACE, 

Major General Corbin, U.S.A., made an interesting ad- 
dress pefore the Union League Club, Brooklyn, on the 
evening of Wednesday, April 27, in which he gave much 
information concerning our Army, his remarks being es- 
pecially addressed to the civilian audience. Among other 
things General Corbin said: 


travagant can best be proven by a careful examination 
of the expense account. * * * of the officers is 
the same as fixed by Congress in 1870. Taking into ac- 
count the service that is required of them, they stand un- 
complainingly the poorest id men, as a class, in the 
public service or out of it. I know of no others that have 
not been shown consideration by reason of the t 
crease in the cost of living. pay fixed in was 
either too much then, or it is too little now. Our 

with rare exceptions, are sober, and frugal, 

yet I have known not a few cases where, with families 
and frequent changes of stations, conditions have arisen 
little short of privation and hardship. As one whose 
term of active service is drawing to a close and who by 
this reason can in no way be benefited by it, I appeal 
to you as patriotic citizens of the Republic to use your 
great influence to induce the Congress to provide some- 
thing like reasonable compensation for these men—men 
who have been ever faithful to their trusts and who by 
their intelligence and courage have always met the high- 
est expectations of their countrymen. On the face 
the accounts it may be said that we are as well paid as 
men in civil life, but the civilian has none of the extra- 
ordinary expenses of an Army officer. * * * 

“The subsistence of our soldiers costs not quite twenty 
cents a day each, or less than six dollars per month per 
man; their clothing forty-five dollars a year; so that the 
yearly cost of food and clothing for each enlisted man in 
our Service amounts to but about $115, an expenditure 
on this account that few members of the Union League 
Club do not exceed. Right here I wish to bear testimony 
that our men are well clothed and their foods of standard 
quality. During the Spanish-American War many food 
people were distressed about our soldiers’ rations. y 
were of the same quality and quantity as now, naga | 
being of standard quality as determined by the rules 
the laws of commerce. The trouble was, not with the 
quantity or the quality of the food, but with the men 
who were not of experience and knowledge to 
prepare it properly. This was the sum and substance of 
all the turmoil. And it is not strange that it should have 
been so, for we had been in the enjoyment of perfect 
peace for thirty-three years, so that with the exception 
of the officers and men in the Regular Army our 
were without training in all that related to active ser- 
vice. * * * The rations of the Spanish-American War 
were the same as were issued to our army in China, 
which were in every way superior to those of any other 
army in that expedition. For this statement there is no 
less authority than that of Field Marshal Count Walder- 
see himself. 

“Expenditures on account of the hospitals, medicines 
and medical supplies, quarters for the officers and men in 
garrison, and tentage for those in the field, pack trains, 
wagon, railroad and steamship transportation, mounts 
for the cavalry and field artillery are large—much larger 
than before the war with Spain, by reason of the force 
required in the new countries we have to cover. 

“The best and most modern arms and explosives are 
used, the cost of which is necessarily great. Our heavy 
ordnance costs from $5,000 to $60,000 a piece, and the 
cost of mounting each is only little less than that of the 
gun itself. The cost of a complete round of ammunition 
runs from $4.25 for the 6-pounders, to $365 and $441.50 
for the 12-inch pieces. Both guns and ammunition must 
be made in time of peace. When war is once declared 
there is no longer time for preparation, as it requires 
about one year after giving an order for 6-inch guns be- 
fore delivery begins; 10-inch guns, about 15 months; 
12-inch guns, about 20 months. No delivery of projec- 
tiles for seacoast guns could be ex ed before three 
months after placing an order. At the present rate, our 
reserve ammunition will not be completed for twenty-six 
years, and this reserve is only that considered 
to have in the fortifications at the

of supply. Our small.arms are made 
works, one at Springfield, Mass., and the other at Rock 
Island Arsenal, Il., at a cost of $12 a piece. * * * The 
present plans of the War Department contemplate the 
making of 500,000 of these improved arms then to 
slow down, but to keep the machinery of the two arsenals 
ready for emergency, when by worki three shifts 
men they can turn out about 1,500 ri a day. 
these arms there must be provided the equipments 
men and horses. At the Rock Island Arsenal we 
turn out each day 6,000 soldiers’ and 500 sets of 
equipments. Inventions of new arms and high 
guns and explosives have rendered those in use a 
years ago wholly obsolete and worthless, So that 
ones, not only for the Army, but for the militia and re- 
serve stores, are being provided. This adds greatly to 
the expense account of the military establishment. * * * 
Under a general plan made by the Endicott Board, we 
now have more than 1,100 guns in position at different 
points on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. ‘These are of 
various calibers, running from the 3-inch rapid fire to the 
16-ineh gun. ; 

“An effort is being made to induce the States having 
militia adjacent to our fortifications to designate the 
militia as seacoast artillery and have them instructed in 
the firing and handling of heavy guns, and from which in 
case of war a second and third relief could be readily 
drawn. A liberal appropriation by the Government for 
this special purpose would be well. The Army as ‘first 
relief. should be charged with the care of the guns and 
fortifications, as well as the instruction of the militia, 
and the latter should be brought to the highest degree 
of instruction possible, and be always ready for the emer- 
gency of war. * * * 

“If I could have my say. in time of peace re-enlist- 
ments would not be encouraged beyond numbers sufficient 
to fill the grade of non-commissioned officers. Men serv- 
ing an enlistment of three years should have every in- 
struction that can be given in thet time and then re- 
turned to civil life, and there enrolled as a‘national re- 
serve force. With three vears’ instruction, a drill of a 
few days each year would make this a reliable force to 
meet any emergency. * * * 

“President McKinley promised that service medals. 
should be given to all who were in the military service 
during the War with Spain, but this promise has hot-yet* 
heen made good. The money reauired would be but a 
trifle. Every officer and soldier hold'ng an honorable dis- 
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charge should be awarded a medal of simple and suitable 
design, bearing the stamp of the Government at Wash- 
ington, as evidence of his having served his country in 
the hour of peril.” Z 
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LOCALIZATION OF REGIMENTS. 


A regiment, like a nomad, is identified with no fixed 
abode ; like a convict it is known by a number. It is the 
servant of a mighty union; it might also be the darling 
child of a loved section in one of its States: its sacrifice 
in battle or pestilence hurts the prestige and the pride 
of a nation; it might also bring moaning and tears to 
& parental district: its heroism and achievements inure 
to the profit and glory of an empire; they might also 
quicken the devotion and patriotism of a natal commun- 


ity: the Army excites the jealousy and distrust of many ; 
it might enjoy the love and confidence of all. 

All these advantages, and others equally important, as 
we shall try to show, may be gained by localizing regi- 
ments and corps, The English have Highland Brigade, 
Gordon Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, West York- 
shire Regiment, Lancashire Fusileers, Connaught Rang- 
ers, Royal Dublin Fusileers, Seaforth Highlanders, and 
others; why should we not have New York City Cavalry, 
Adirondack Infantry, Chicago Regiment, Wabash Caval- 
ry, Philadelphia Artillery, West Pennsylvania Engineers, 
Old Dominion, Tarheel, Palmetto, Lone Star regiments 
or battalions, and others bearing names that are dear 
to rich, powerful sections of the country or that com- 
memorate heroes or heroic deeds in its history? For, 
associated with their geographical titles, might be names 
of men and battles they had notably helped to immortal- 
ize, and wheresoever recruited, any organization would 
be proud to be known as the Grant, the Sheridan, the 
Hancock, the Vicksburg, the Buenavista, the Santiago 
Regiment, and its home community would be equally 
proud of its right to bear such names. 

The 7th Cavalry still likes to be called the “Custer 
Regiment,” and since his death owes much of its brilliant 
record to that gallant leader, who is mighty yet and rides 
in spirit at its head. 

Some region, whether city, part of State, State, or com- 
bination of States, should, according to population, fur- 
nish men and name to one or more organizations, and 
might be known as its center of recruitment, or, simply, 
its center. Each of such centers having well defined ge- 
ographical limits and remaining unchanged except for 
cogent reasons, would in time become something like im- 
mediate moral owners of its corps, and would exert pow- 
erful influence for its good. egiments thus recruited 
would be supported in their wanderings around the world 
by new forces of parental and filial love, and each would 
grow to be the apple of the eye to its own people. 

Composed of such regiments the Army would be, in 
truth, of the people, and to build it up it might be prac- 
ticable to give to each of some seventy communities, from 
the St. Croix to the Golden Gate, and from the Red 
River of the North to the Rio Grande, the privilege of 
furnishing its own quota. For this purpose, Field and 
Coast Artillery might be divided in fractions of the 
strength of regiments, and each division could be given 
its own name and center. The regiment of engineers, on 
account of its size and importance, might have a center 
for each battalion. 

The centers, if well chosen, would be plentiful sources 
of recruits and good men would be assured: for members 
of the New York City Cavalry would be as loath to re- 
ceive as that city to give poor ones. Of Arizona and New 
Mexico and their joint regiment of rough riders, the 
same would be true. Reports of street parades, exhibi- 
tion drills, rifle competitions, athletic contests, autumn 
maneuvers, campaigns, battles, firing the hearts and kind- 
ling the emulation of different centers, would make them 
vie in generous rivalry for the benefit of their children. 
Sergeants and corporals would write to friends, to fathers 
of families, to men of influence in the home district; 
Jack and Jim would tell Tom and Bill of the regiment : 
inquiries would come from all parts of the center, and 
answers go back: and the spirit of comradeship and of 
devotion would find a fit man for every vacancy. It 
would no longer be said, this or that man was born here, 
but, this or that regiment was born here, and the glori- 
ous things, done and spoken, working reciprocally, would 
arouse a mighty enthusiasm not merely in the regiments 
themselves, but also in many populous, influential com- 
munities scattered from ocean to ocean. Twice mighty 
would it be: for each center would be animated by re- 
gard, not merely for its own honor, but also for that of 
its regiment; and, vice versa, each regiment would be 
under the same benign spell. 

The too general, too utilitarian, too feeble interest felt 
by the people in the Army would, by receiving from so 
many springs, floods of sympathy, enthusiasm and love. 
be changed to unselfish devotion, and distrust and jeal- 
ousy, inherited or acquired, would give place to just and 
beneficent confidence. This spirit, flowing from the hearts 
of the centers and uniting in the great soul of the people. 
will beget and nourish a new national enthusiasm, which, 
in turn, will intensify and exalt that of the whole Army. 
The latter will become, what it has never been, of, from, 
and by the people. 

Again, since each center would be the sole, perpetuat 
source of recruits for its regiment, the members will be 
held together, not simply by bonds of military organiza- 
tion, but also by potent ties of community of manners, 
customs, sympathies, friendships, traits, and traditions; 
and as love of change, should it even exist, could no 
longer be gratified. restlessness and discontent from this 
source would wholly disappear. As enlistment or re-en- 
listment elsewhere would be impossible, even if it could 
be desired, the regiment would become a pleasant home 
where men would love to stay, and where, by long asso- 
ciation, esprit would rise to flourish. Vacancies could 
not change this happy state, for they would always be 
filled by men alrendy devoted to the regiment, which 
would be like another home. “Trained together in child- 
hood, there was planted between them, then, an affec- 
tion that can not choose but thrive now, as since their 
separation, interchange of gifts, letters, and messages 
has made them seem to be together though absent.” 

Such wholesome conditions would be so at enmity to 
desertion, that this blight in peace and danger in war 
would be a thing of the past. New and stronger forces 
linked with those resulting from increase of pay, urged 
in a former paper, would drive out the restless, the vi- 
cious, the worthless, and banish their countless material 
and moral ills, : 

To localization it may be objected that political pull 
may be used to the detriment of certain regiments, o> 
may procure favors for some to the disadvantage of oth- 
ers. This objection does not seem well founded: for 
where pull can not be balanced by just use of the census, 
tt ean be controlled by the General Staff. Moreover, it 





may be maintained with equal reason that no community 
of our country can safely enjoy any moral right or inter- 
est in which all others not fully share; that universi- 
ties, colleges, art museums, schools, are foci of 
political intrigue, and that peril, hid as in an auger-hole, 
may rush out and seize us even from football teams. 

In truth, a localized regiment would be a valuable 
school maintained for its center at national expense; and 
its relation to the general government would be not un- 
like that between a State government and the various in- 
stitutions it may foster for the benefit of its people. Com- 
pare the A. and M. Colleges that are supported partly 
by the one and partly by the other. It is true, however, 
that nothing in the universe is perfect; the ail-blessing, 
God-made sun has spots. 

By using the same centers for the National Guard, 
each Regular might be given a sister militia regiment or 
more to profit by the conditions described, and in a few 
years each center would have a good number of dis- 
charged soldiers, well trained and capable of officering 
and instructing its troops.

EXPLOSION ON THE MISSOURI. 


The following is the finding of the court of inquiry ap- 
pointed by Rear Admiral Barker, commanding the North 
Atlantic Squadron, to investigate the recent explosion 
in the turret of the battleship Missouri: 

“The court finds that at or about 11 o’clock ante mer- 
idian, of April 13, 1904, while firing at a target off Pensa- 
cola, Fla., an accident occurred in the after 12-inch tur- 
ret and the after 12-inch handling room of the United 
States ship Missouri, which resulted in the death, either 
immediately or within twenty-four hours afterward, of 
the following named persons: (‘This list is the same as 
that in the report of Captain Cowles published last week, 
page 914). 

“That the cause of said accident was the unexpected 
ignition of the two sections of the charge of smokeless 
powder then in the gun, by what is termed throughout 
the proceedings a ‘flare-back,’ a flame resulting from the 
ignition, in some manner not yet known, of residual gases 
attendant upon the combustion of the smokeless powder 
now in use. That the flame from these sections ignited 
the two other sections then in the ammunition car, and 
that a shower of burning powder grains from these sec- 
tions in the turret was projected down the open trunk 
which connects the turret with the 12-inch handling 
room, igniting there eight other sections of smokeless 
powder (two charges), which had been taken out of the 
magazines and were in that place. 

“That said accident in said vessel was, on the occa- 
sion named, in no respect due to fault or negligence on 
the part of any of the officers or members of the crew of 
said vessel. 

“The court further finds that, while every officer and 
man in said vessel did his whole duty, and in circum- 
stances probably the most trying that can come to men 
afloat, the following named officers and men are worthy 
of particular mention under the head of extraordinary 
heroism, namely : 

“Acting Gunner R. E. Cox, M. Monsen, chief gun- 
ner’s mate, and C. S. Schepke, gunner’s mate, first class, 
and the following are deserving of especial commenda- 
tion, namely: Capt. W. S. Cowles, Lieut. Comdr. J. M. 
Orchard, Lieut. Cleland Davis, Lieut. W. P. Scott, Lieut. 
Ralph Earle, Lieut. A. W. Marshall, Ensign B. C. Ham- 
ner (of the Un ted States ship Cleveland), Midshipman 
A. G. Caffee, M. Higgins, chief boatswain’s mate; 
Crofton, chief machinist; H. E. Elliott, master-at-arms, 
second class (died from the effects of the poisonous gases 
inhaled in the work of rescue); C. Brewster, gun cap- 
tain, first class; C. Holm, seaman; 8S. C. Burgess, ship's 
litter, first class; W. Gibbons, coxswain; B. Johnsen, 
gunner’s mate, first class; J. M. MeDabe, ordinary sea- 
man, and W. S. Wells, ordinary seaman. That there 
were others who deserve special commendation appears 
clear to the court, but the court is unable to establish 
their identity. 

“In the opinion of the court, no further proceedings 
are necessary. 

“The record of this the thirteenth day of the inquiry 
was read and approved, the court being closed during the 
reading of so much thereof as pertains to the proceed- 
ings in closed court. The President and the Judge Ad- 
vocate then signed the record of the proceedings, the tes- 
timony taken, the facts which the court deem established, 
together with its opinion as to what further proceedings 
shall be had in the matter,

“The court, having finished the inquiry it was or- 
dered to make, adjourned at 5:30 p.m. to await the ac- 
tion of the convening authority.

Rear Admiral Barker, commanding the North Atlan- 
tic fleet, in reviewing the report of the court said: 

“Tpon » careful perusal of the proceedings, it appears 
that the Navy has a smokeless powder, the properties 
of which have not been fully understood, either by those 
using it on board our ships or by those who.make and is- 
sue it for service. 

“Rapid firing has brought. to light some of these hith- 
erto unknown or dimly perceived properties, but an ex- 
haustive investigation in laboratory and in experimental 
liring on shore is still needed. 

“Until the present record target practice was held, it 
was believed to be safe to fire to leeward, though some- 
what dangerous to fire to windward on account of so- 
called flare-backs or back flames. It has now been dem- 
onstrated that it is dangerous to fire rapidly to leeward 
as well as to windward. 

“Doubtless improvements can and will be made, ren- 
dering it safe to fire even faster than we do at present, 
but until then it would seem that the limit of quick fir- 
ing has been reached, for it is now considered absolutely 
necessary to wait for a certain time after firing each 
shot from guns of large caliber before beginning to re- 
load, though the mechanical speed of loading may per- 
haps be increased after once it is safe to begin the opera- 
tion, 

“The court finds that the quantity of powder in the 
handling room was not so great as was stated to the 
board of inquest, there having been but 720 pounds in- 
stead of 1,600. 

“Officers and men are doing their best to make a good 
record. The subject of ‘blow-backs’ or ‘back flames’ had 
been discussed by every officer in the fleet before the Mis- 
souri began her practice and her officers were naturally 
on the lookout for this phenomenon, but as two runs had 
been made without its appearance, they thought it per- 
fectly safe—particularly as the firing was to leeward. 

“According te the testimony before the court five shots 


had been fired on the third run in three minutes and 
twenty-four seconds—at which rate eight shots might 
have fired in the whole run, and perhaps a record 
eqnel tn tha dest: bean mode; but the umequasted bep- 


pen 

“The disaster was appalling, but it developed heroes. 
History records no more heroic act than that of Monsen 
who crawled through a hole into the burning magazine to 
put out the flames. 

“The conduct of the captain, officers and crew was su- 
perb, showing excellent ipline and marked persona} 
courage. Where so many excelled it is difficult to draw 
the line between commendable and extraordinary acts of 
bravery, hence the commander-in-chief approves the rec- 
ommendations of the court of inquiry, which was en- 
joined to mention the names of anyone deserving notice 
for extraordinary heroism. 

“There are several points brought out in the testimony 
which deserve special notice by the different bureaus con- 
cerned. For example: 

“(1) Exhaustive inquiry as to the nature of the gases 
given off by smokeless powder which remain in the gun 
or cartridge cases, and whether or not these gases can 
be prevented. 

“(2) Whether it be possible to arrange the interlor 
of turrets so as to separate one gun from another, and 
both from the handling rooms, making accidents from ex- 
ploding shell or burning powder improbable, if not im- 

e. 

“(3) Revision of rules for target practice, requiring 
the reports of chief umpires to state whether or not an 
allowance of time was given for ‘flare-backs,’ and if so, 
the exact amount. At present any of these reports are 
not clear. 

“The proceedings of the court of inquiry are approved. 
The finding that ‘the accident was in no respect due to 
fault or negligence on the part of the officers or members 
of the crew of the Missouri’ is approved. 

“The opinion of the court that no further proceedings 
are necessary is approved.” 

No action has yet been taken by the Navy Department 
in the matter. 
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WHAT OCCURRED ON THE MISSOURI. 


To THE EpiTor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

No doubt you have read of the heroic deed of Chief 
yunner’s Mate Monsen in that awful tragedy which oc- 
curred on the Missouri, but it must be remembered that 
he was not the only one who took a prominent part that 
day. I do not wish to be iconoclastic or prejudiced. What 
about the men who helped to carry out the dead and 
wounded from the lower handling room and turret? Also 
the gunner’s mates who helped flood the magazines? To 
get a better idea of the whole affair is to tell it as it wae 
seen by one who was there during the whole affair. 

About 11:05 a.m., while the Missouri was on her rur 
along the range, a shot was heard which had an unusual 
sound. Everybody knew it was not a 12” gun being 
fired, but none thought it an explosion. 

In less time than it takes to write, fire quarters was 
sounded and everybody rushed to his station, not think- 
ing anything unusual had occurred. The men stationed 
aft were the first to realize what had happened, as they 
were met by Lieutenant Davis and gunner Cox, who 
gave the order to the gunner’s mates to flood all maga- 
zines. The rest were detailed at the hose and assisted 
in carrying out the dead and wounded. 

This work was kept up for some time until all fire was 
reported out, when orders were given to shat off flood 
cocks and stop all pumps. 

As soon as this was done Gunner Cox in a cool and 
calm voice said to several gunner’s mates: “Come on 
men, let’s go down and open the 12-inch magazine and 
see how things look.” Close behind Mr. Cox were three 
gunnér’s mates, Elliott, master-at-arms, and myself. I 
was last. Mr. Cox and one gunner’s mate went in the 
lower handling room. As soon as Mr. Cox reached the 
magazine he turned around and said: “Good God, she is 
burning. We'll have to get a hose.” At the same time 
he said to the gunner’s mate with him: “Stay here, I’) 
get a hose and the water started.” 

In a short while a hose was brought and handed to the 
gunner’s mate in the lower handling room, who found it 
too short, but held it until another longer one was 
brought. I stood above and watched him sitting on a 
ladder, with his cap in his mouth almost choking for at 
least fifteen minutes, when he said, between chokes: “I 
can feel myself going. Somebody take this hose.” Blliott 
and another gunner’s mate jumped down and took the 
hose and I assisted the almost suffocated gunner’s mate 
on deck, where I stayed for twenty minutes as I was 
not feeling extra good myself. Up to this time nothing 
was seen of Monsen. When I went down again the fire 
was out and Monsen was in the magazine. 

The water in the handling room was then at its high- 
ost, 26 inches; in the magazine it was about two feet. The 
reason it did not flood the magazine to its roof was be- 
cause the scuttle was open and the water would rusir 
out of the magazine and into the handling room. 

The reason I mention Elliott’s name is because he died 
from the effects next morning. Had he gone out when 
told, he would be alive to-day, but he was determined to 
do his duty and do it well. 

The public should wait until the inquiry is over and 
the reports published from Washington and not fly off 
their handle, giving one man credit for saving the liver 
of 600 people, when at least 50 men plunged into the 
jaws of death to do as much and the same. 

I am sorry I cannot say a few words in regard to the 
noble work done by men on deck for their valuable assist- 
aunee in the turret, but IT was not an eye witness to that. 

One Wo Knows.

In the course of an address at Bath, England. on 
April 16, at the unveiling of a tablet in honor of Lord 
Nelson, the Earl of Selborne, First Lord of the Admir- 
alty, declared that the British Navy had never been more 
permeated than it is to-day with that high sense of duty 
that ruled the conduct of Lord Nelson, and dwelt upon 
the self-reliance which, combined with obedience, forms 
the naval character, and assuring his audience that the 
country might continue to place confidence in a fleet ac- 
tuated by devotion to duty. Lord Selborne spoke elo- 
quently of the crew of the British submarine A1, recently 
lost off Portsmouth, and of the victims of the accident 
on the U.S.S. Missouri, as presenting superb examples 
of the naval spirit of duty and self-sacrifice. The hero- 
ism and devotion of the victims of the accident on the 
Missouri are simply but eloquently and truthfully de- 
scribed in the official report of the investigation which 
appears elsewhere in these columns. 
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What has proven to have been a genuine case of 
“shanghaiing” has new become a matter of official record 
at the Navy Department, and the Bureau of Navigation 
has restored the victim, who was tried by court-martial 
and convicted and punished for absence without leave, 
to good standing and refunded him his lost pay. In June, 
1903, Fred McDougal, a landsman in the Navy, was at- 
tached to the Prairie, then at Hampton Roads. On the 
night of the 6th of June or thereabout he was granted 
shore liberty until 8 o’clock of the following morning. 
About half past nine the same evening he left the Man 
hattan Theater, intending to return aboard ship, when a 
man came up to him and insisted on his having a drink. 
He had never seen the man before. McDougal at first 
refused, but as the stranger was so persistent he con- 
sented on the condition that he then be allowed to go 
about his own business. The strange man accompanied 
him to a saloon on Water street, where they had two 
glasses of beer. The next thing McDougal remembers 
he was on an English tramp steamer, St. Herbert, off 
the English coast. The steamer was bound for Rotter- 
dam and McDougal was shipped as a fireman. The cap- 
tain’s mame was Wardvale. The St. Herbert went to 
Hamburg from Rotterdam, thence to South Shields, Eng- 
land, where McDougal was put ashore with $2.25 as his 
wages for the trip. Having no papers to establish his 
identity, he was unable to get relief from the con- 
sul at that place. He worked his way to London and 
stowed away in a cattle steamer sailing for Baltimore 
When four days out he was taken before the captain, ar- 
rested as a stowaway. Upon his arrival in Baltimore h 
was held three days by the police and then sent to the 
Franklin in charge of a detective. He was court-mar- 
tialed, found guilty and sentenced to fifteen days in dou- 
ble irons with the loss of a months’ pay. Soon after 
serving his sentence while in Norfolk one day he met 
the man who had shanghaied him and had him arrested. 
When tried the man confessed his guilt and gave his 
name as Vance McCarty, keeper of a boarding house for 
sailors. He was sentenced to pay one hundred dollars 
for accepting illegal fees, as there is no law for the pun- 
ishment of shanghaiers. McDougal, as a result of the 
experience, was short one months’ pay, his bag of cloth- 
ing and twenty dollars reward for being brought back, 
in addition to having undergone fifteen days in double 
irons and having a check of absence without leave 
against his record. By order of the Secretary, justice 
has been done McDougai and it is probable further pro- 
ceedings will be taken against Vance McCarty if the De- 
partment of Justice can find a way to reach him. 
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The very important habeas corpus case of Lieut. 
Ralph W. Drury and Private John Dowd, who were ar- 
rested in Alleghany, Pa., on the charge of having shot 
and killed a boy by the name of Crowley, who was ac- 
cused of stealing United States property from the old ar- 
senal, has been decided against the War Department by 
Judge Acheson, of the United States Circuit Court of 
Western Pennsylvania. It will be carried to the Supreme 
Court of the United States and in the meantime Lieuten- 
ant Drury and Private Dowd are out on bail and per- 
forming their regular duties. In summing up this impor- 
tant ease, the details of which have already been printed 
in the ARMY AND Navy JourNnat, the Judge says in 
part: “Clearly the indictment against the petitioners 
presents a ease prima facie cognizable by the State court. 
Does the evidence disclose any ground to defeat that jur- 
isdiction, or show a case requiring interference by this 
court to prevent the trial of the petitioners on the in- 
dictment? I feel constrained to answer negatively. The 
shooting of Crowley did not take place upon the land 
purchased by the United States for military purposes by 
consent of the legislature of the Commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania, but outside the arsenal property. It occurred 
within the territorial jurisdiction of the State court in 
which the indictment is pending. The shooting was not 
done in obedience to a command to fire, given to Drury 
and Dowd by their superior officer. It will be remem- 
bered that the shooting which Dowd did and which Drury 
is alleged to have directed was, according to the testi- 
mony for the Commonwealth, of a man who had ceased 
fight and offered to surrender. It may be conceded that 
it was the right and duty of the petitioners to pursue 
and arrest Crowley who was suspected (justly it now 
seems) of being concerned in the larceny of some pieces 
of copper taken off one of the arsenal buildings, but it 
by no means follows that the homicide as testified to by 
the witnesses for the Commonwealth is not properly the 
subject of judicial investigation in the orderly course of 
procedure by the civil court having jurisdiction of such 
offenses as are charged in the indictment. Crowley 
moreover, was a citizen of Pennsylvania. He was not in 
the military service nor subject to military law. 





We give in another column some extracts from the de- 
bate in the Senate on the subject of battleships which 
we had in type for last week, but were obliged to omit. 
There is no evidence that the Senators who join in this 
debate express Congressional sentiment and we may have 
further light on the subject before another session of 
Congress, which will help to determine public opinion. 
The Japanese and the Russians are learning by experi- 
ence much concerning the value of the different types 
of warships and it would seem to be wise to wait until 
we are fully informed as to their opinions, especially 
that of the Japanese, before we determine the question 
of battleships. Personal letters received from naval offi- 
‘rs on foreign stations indicate that there is one im- 
‘ortant factor in this discussion that must be taken into 
ccount and that is the inability of the Russian naval 
oficer to handle the tools of his trade. The success of 
the Japanese at Port Arthur appears to have been large- 

. ease of sailors against soldiers afloat and if Russian

Charles I. Wilson, U.S.A.; H. C. King and W. J. Hard- 
ing, and Major W. H. Wiley, member of Congress. 
These are merely samples of the 375 old soldiers and 
sailors present. 
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The Louisiana Purchase Exposition at St. Louis was 
formally opened at 1 p.m., April 30, with imposing cere- 
monies and under the most promising auspices. The 
exercises took place in the Administration Building to 
which the exposition officials, foreign commissioners, dip- 
lomatie representatives and other distinguished persons 
were escorted by a brilliant procession including detach- 
ments of United States Cavalry, Philippine Scouts, State 
troops, the U.S. Marine Corps and the officers of the U. 
8.8. Nashville. The invocation was offered by the Rev. 
Dr. Gunsaulus, of Chicago, the opening address was de- 
livered by President Francis, the executive head of the 
exposition, and a noble hymn written by Edmund Clarence 
Stedman and set to music by Alfred Ernst was sung by 
a grand chorus. Mr. BE. H. Harriman, president of the 
New York State Commission, delivered an address on 
“Railroads and Labor,” and the Secretary of War, 
Judge Taft, followed with an eloquent address on “‘Amer- 
ican Expansion.” At the close of Secretary Taft's ad- 
dress President Roosevelt in the White House in Wash- 
ington touched an electric button which set the machin- 
ery in motion and the great exposition was formally de- 
clared open, Perfect weather prevailed and the attend- 
ance numbered upwards of 180,000. Excellent order was 
observable everywhere, for which the newspaper award a 
large measure of credit to the presence and example of 
the United States troops. 
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On May 5 there left Pensacola a formidable fleet of 
warships, Rear Admiral A. S. Barker commanding, 
bound for the Mediterranean on a practice cruise. While 


in the Mediterranean the officers and men, it is the in- 
tention of the Department. shall have extensive shore 
leave. The fleet includes the battleship squadron of the 
North Atlantic fleet, the Kearsarge, flagship, Alabama, 
Iowa and Maine, and the Eurepean squadron under the 
immediate command of Rear Admiral T. F. Jewell. The 
accidents to the Missouri and Illinois prevented those 
battleships from making the trip. The fleet will go from 
Pensacola to Guantanamo and begin the trans-Atlantic 
trip from that point. It is probable that Secretary 
Moody and his congressional party now aboard the Dol- 
phin will await the arrival of the fleet at Guantanamo 
and that the Secretary will review it there. From 
Guantanamo the fleet will go to the Azores and from 
there to Lisbon, Villefranche and Trieste. The cruise 
may be extended as far east as the Piraeus, the port of 
Athens, Greece, though this has not been definitely de- 
cided. In July the battleship squadron will return to 
home waters and Rear Admiral Jewell will take his 
squadron to the waters of Northern Europe, probably 
visiting German and English ports. The trans-Atlantic 
cruise will take the place this year of the summer ma- 


neuvers.

The Army is watching with interest the successful 
career of George B. McClellan as Mayor of the great 
city of New York. He is showing independence of 
character, sound judgment and executive ability, which 
are winning for him the praises of independent citizens 
without reference to their political differences. Those 
who know the facts can never forget the patriotism and 
public spirit shown by McClellan, Amos Cummings. 
now gone to his reward, and a few other democrats who, 
during the war with Spain, subordinated their political 
opinions and their political prospects to a sense of pa- 
triotic duty. Mayor McClellan has always shown him- 
self to be a good friend of the Army and Navy because 
he has an intelligent appreciation, not too common among 
members of Congress, of their importance to the country. 
It appears to be settled that Theodore Roosevelt is to be 





the Republican candidate for the Presidency. If, in choos- 
ing their candidate, the Democrats should decide upon 
McClellan, the Army and the Navy would feel that in 
any event they would have in the White House a man 
who appreciates our military necessities and is sympa- 
thetic with the Services. 
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The Department of Colorado, commanded by Brig. 
Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, holds the premier honors of the 
Army for marksmanship, its percentage being 40.1. The 
best post is at Fort Wingate, N.M., which has a per- 
centage of 57.1. The best regiment in rifle practice is 
the 12th Infantry, stationed at Fort Douglas, and the best 
Cavalry regiment is the 8th, stationed at Fort Meade, 8. 
D. The latter is the only honorable mention in the list 
of eight that is not credited to the department over which 
General Baldwin has command. The best company in 
the Army in point of rifle practice, is Company C, 12th 
Infantry, at Fort Douglas. The victory won by the 
soldiers of General Baldwin's command in rifle practice 
has been highly creditable to that commander, and orders 
have been issued to resume the rifle practice at once, in 
preparation for the competition to be held among soldiers 
of the Army in August. When General Baldwin was a 
captain he was in charge of the Army rifle practice to a 
great extent and is one of the best shots himself that 
can be found in the country. 
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Col. John P. Nicholson claims for Pennsylvania the 
credit of making to the Government the first tender of 
troops at the outbreak of the Civil War. In a letter to 
the New York Times, in response to President Lin- 
coln’s first call, that of April .15, 1861, “the 
Guards, the Ringgold Light Artillery, the National Light 
Infantry, and the Washington Artillery assembled at 
Harrisburg on the morning of the 17th of April, after 
having been mustered into the service of the United 
States, and, on the morning of the 18th, left with a de- 
tachment of Battery H, 4th United States Artillery, and 
arrived at Baltimore at 1 p.m. At 7 p.m., on April 18, 
these five companies reached Washington and reported 
to the Adjutant General of the Army. The 6th Massa- 
chusetts Infantry arrived at the capital at 9 p.m. on 
April 19, and the 7th New York on April 25, 1861.” 
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Capt. William T. Swinburne, commanding the U.S.S. 
‘Texas, has sent to the Navy Department a letter telling 
of the coolness and nerve displayed by his men at the 
time of the target practice. The Texas went on the range 
within a few hours after the awful accident on the Mis- 
souri, and many of the Texas crew had assisted in car- 
ing for the dead and wounded. At that time the cause 
of the explosion was entirely unknown. The Texas, 
however, made the best score that had been recorded in 
the annual target practice. Captain Swinburne warmly 
commended the conduct of the men of the Texas. There 
is on the Texas a new 6-inch gun which has been fired 
nineteen times and has made nineteen hits. This record 
is unsurpassed by any other gun in the Navy. 
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Orders have been sent to the Bancroft, Newport and 
Scorpion to proceed to Dominican waters and remain on 
duty there with the Detroit. Comdr. Albert C. Dilling- 
ham, commanding the Detroit, has been instructed to 
recognize the Dominican blockade if, in his discretion, 
it is effective. This blockade was established at Monte 
Christi. This action was taken upon receipt of a report 
from Commander Dillingham that the Morales govern- 
ment had stationed a gunboat at Monte Christi to pre- 
vent the entry of any insurgents. The action of the De> 
partment indicates its desire to extend full recognition to 
the Morales government. Monte Christi is the only place 
in the island where the insurrection still continues. 

The statue of Frederick the Great, which the Kaiser 
has given to the American people, will be unveiled Nov. 
20 with appropriate ceremonies, during which Baron 
Speck von Sternburg, the German Ambassador, is ex- 
pected to read a letter from the German Emperor, mak- 
ing the tender of the statue as a gift to the people of the 
United States. Sites have been selected on the grounds 
of the War College for six military heroes of the world, 
- this of Frederick the Great is the first to be provid- 
ed for. 
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Speaking of the opening of the St. Louis Exposition 
the Evening Post says: “The handling of the crowds, 
the guarding of the inclosures sacred to the participants 
in the exercises, and the police work generally could not 
have been better. This work was in the hands of officers 
of the Regular Army, who directed the exposition guards 
in all their duties, and was done as the Regular Army 
man does things in general—promptly, thoroughly, and 
without fuss.” 
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Colonel Mills visited Washington this week and ob- 
tained the approval of the Secretary of War to the plans 
for the riding hall. The next building to be taken up 
will be the barracks, and as the plans are completed for 
each building they will be submitted for approval. 
When these plans are finished a project embody the 
entire improvement scheme will then be prepa for 
the consideration of the War Department. 
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Capt. C. C. Rodgers, U.S.N., has been selected as com- 
mandant at Guantanamo, Cuba, and will soon leave for 
that post. Capt. Seth M. Ackley is to be commandant 
at Olongapo, with the General Board studying plans for 
the improvement of the station. The establishment of 
coal supplies will be the first work to be done. 








While the ferryboat, Alonzo C. Church, was taking e 
large number of pleasure seekers to see the U.S.8S. Nash- 
ville at St. Louis, Mo., April 30, her upper deck gave 
way, precipitating those oceupying it into the woud on 
the lower deck, fatally injuring three persons and injur- 
ing some seventy others.

At the annual meeting of the Army Relief Association 
held on April 27 in New York city at the home of the 
Hon. John Bigelow, to which we referred last week, Mr. 
Bigelow made an amusing address in which he said, as 
reported by the Tribune: 

“If you did not exist, young women might develop suf- 
ficient prudence to keep them from marrying into the 
Army. But by making things so convenient and com- 
fortable for the families of soldiers you are losing an 
opportunity of teaching an important lesson. Women 
everywhere, so far as experience goes, have a leaning to- 
ward things military. The sweetest girls and the love- 
liest women are most generously distributed in the Army, 


and those of us who are outside have our range of se- 


lection much circumscribed. However, as I have a son 
in the Army, and I do not know when his family may 
be applicants at your doors, I am willing to support you, 
and if I ean extort $100 from my daughter, who is my 
chancellor of the exchequer and one of your members, 
you shall have it.” 

Gen. Charles F. Roe, who followed Mr. Bigelow, said 
in part: “Yours is the first society to interest itself in 
the regular soldier. During the Spanish War the vol- 
unteers were well looked after by the sections from which 
they came, but the Regular soldiers often felt that for 
them no one cared.” 

Gen. Henry C. Corbin thought that the existence of a 
society to do all that good people could do for the widows 
and orphans of soldiers was a matter for hearty congrat- 
ulation, and the Rev. James Freeman, of Yonkers, said 
that, with the exception of the families of clergymen, he 
knew no class of people who suffered so much from im- 
poverishment when the breadwinner was removed as the 
families of soldiers. 

The treasurer’s report showed the total receipts of the 
year to have been $15,493.16. The organization of one 
new branch, that of Fort Leavenworth, was reported. 
This makes four in all, each branch consisting of ten 
sections.

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


When Gen. Vincente Lucban, the former insurgent 
commander in the Island of Samar, who, as noted in 
these columns on April 23, has been sentenced to five 
years imprisonment at Manila for conspiring to over- 
throw the American Government in the Philippines, was 
cross-examined during his trial he testified that he knew 
beforehand of the massacre of Capt. Thomas W. Connell, 
9th U.S. Infantry,and upwards of fifty officers and men of 
Company C of that command at Balangiga on September 
28, 1901. Lucban protested however that he issued no 
orders for the massacre. On the other hand he admitted 
having issued “ditta” poison with which to poison spears 
and arrows for use against the Americans. 

The Manila Times of March 22 says it is well known, 
both to the civil and military authorities that a large 
mobilization of lawless natives is in progress among the 
hills of Cavite Province. Montalon, a notorious ladrone 
leader, with 150 armed men, gave battle to a detachment 
of the constabulary in the same province on March 15. 
Captain Hutchings, an inspector of constabulary, reports 
that Flores, an unreconciled insurgent, is at the head 
of a considerable band of bolomen in the Lufia mountains 
in Laguna Province. Ricarte, the head of the so-called 
Filipino republic, is said to be drawing all the natives 
over whom he has any influence to his headquarters, and 
that the end of the rice-harvest season gives him the ad- 
vantage. 

Advices received at the War Department state that 
the work of surveying the Friars’ lands in the Philip- 
pines, which has been under way for two months, is 
nearing completion. These lands amount to about 450,- 
000 acres, and lie in all the large islands. The sur- 
veyors have had a herculean task. They found that most 
of the tracts were surveyed over a century ago, when 
Spanish instruments were crude and defective. Metes 
and bounds, as a rule, failed to come out right with the 
work done with modern instruments, and a great num- 
ber of tangles were encountered. The greater portion of 
the lands is of the highest fertility and consequent value. 
There were ten parties in the field, and each party con- 
sisted of three or four Americans and from ten to twenty 
student Filipinos. The surveys that took in the great 
bulk of the lands bought from the Roman Catholic 
Church lie in Cebu, Negros and Mindoro, and in the 
Provinces of Cavite, Bulacan, Laguna and Rizal in 
Luzon. A large part of the lands is now being tilled 
by the tenants who occupied them under the friars. The 
lands will be sold preferably to these tenants on favor- 
able terms. 

According to reports transmitted to the United States 
Coast and Geodetic Survey, the east coast of the Island 
of Mindanao is five miles farther west than it was when 
the Spanish authorities surveyed it. Among other sur- 
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prisi things found is that the small mountain that 
ui Dewey into Manila bay is 2 feet nearer the 

uneta of Manila than the Spanish shows it to be, 
and also that the mountain is 300 feet lower than the 
Spaniards reported. Another fact is that the islands of 
the Batanes group, the fartherest northern particle of the 
archipelago owned by the United States, are not at al] 
within the boundaries set down in the treaty of peace 
and concession concluded by the United States and Spain, 
At first the survey officers were inclined to attribute the 
discrepancies between the Spanish maps and the facts to 
the general carelessness of Spanish work. Now they 
have found that the islands are in a constant tremor on 
account of earthquakes. 

Reports from Shanghai, China, state that two gun- 
boats building at that port for use on Lake ao, Isl- 
and of Mindanao, are rapidly nearing completion. The 


boats are being built in sections which will be put to- 
gether on the lake. They will cost about $10,000 each. 





RECENT DEATHS. 


Keen regret was aroused in naval circles this week by 
the announcement at the Bureau of Navigation of the 
death in Washington on May 4 from pneumonia of 
Lieut. Comdr. John Newell Jordan who for some time 
has been on duty in the Bureau of Equipment. His 
funeral was held at St. Paul’s church, Washington 
circle, May 5, and the interment was at Arlington. He 
was born in Maine Sept. 11, 1855, and was appointed a 
cadet midshipman June 10, 1873, and was finally gradu- 
ated in June, 1879. He was promoted ensign in 1881; 
lieutenant, junior grade, in 1888; lieutenant in 1895 and 
lieutenant commander in 1900. Among other duties he 
served in the Coast Survey, at the Torpedo Station, on 
the Iris, the Isla De Cuba, and Celtic on the Asiatic 
Station, and his last assignment was as Inspector of 
Equipment at Columbia Iron Works. 

_Col. M. A. Cochran, U.S.A., retired, died in Jackson- 
ville, Fla., on May 3. Colonel Cochran was stricken with 
paralysis on April 26, the date of his wife’s death one 
year ago. His two daughters, Mrs. Captain Bennett and 
Miss Katherine Cochran, were with their father at the 
time. He was Colonel of the 6th Regiment, U.S.A., 
during the time it was stationed at Fort Thomas, Ky., 
and was retired during the Spanish-American War. It 
is to Colonel Cochran’s credit that Fort Thomas is the 
beautiful place it now is. It was his home for eight 
years and it was his care and delight to plant trees and 
shrubbery, which are so luxuriant now, to adorn the 
grounds, to create velvety lawns, and to protect all 
until later maturity when Nature could care for her 
own. Fort Thomas is a lasting monument to his un- 
selfish care and devotion and to his unerring good judg- 
ment and skill. Colonel Cochran was appointed to the 
Army as a Captain from Maine, Aug. 5, 1861, and was 
assigned to the 16th Infantry. Subsequently, he served 
in the 2d, 12th, 5th and 6th Infantry. He reached the 
grade of Colonel, July 4, 1890, and was retired, June 
30, 1898 for disability in the line of duty. He received 
the brevet of Major, Sept. 20, 1863, for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battle of Chickamauga, Ga.

Announces that the school established at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., by direction of the Secretary of War for an 
advanced class of qualified gunners having proved its 
usefulness and having been officially designated by para- 
graph II., G.O. No. 60, War Department, Dec. 10. 1908, as 
the School for Master Gunners, regulations governing 
it are published for the information and guidance of all 
concerned, and supersede and replace previous regula- 
tions. We give below a condensation of the regulations. 

The number of candidates for examination shall not 
exceed one first-class gunner for each company in each 
artillery district. 

Each candidate must apply in writing to his post com- 
mander for permission to take the examination, stating 
in said application his intention to re-enlist in the Coast 
Artillery if accepted. No soldier will be examined unless 
he is of good character, of at least two years’ service by 
June 1 of the year of his examination, and approved by 
the post commander. 

The examination. will be held in writing in June of each 
year at the various em under the directidn of the post 
commanders, and will include penmanship, spelling and 
arithmetic. Lists of suitable questions will be mailel 
direct to the post commanders by the commandant of the 
Artillery School. 

Post commanders will recommend the commandant of 
the Artillery School, those who are in their opinion best 
fitted by character and natural aptitude for admission to 
the School for Master Gunners. The commandant of the 
Artillery School will select from those whose examina- 


and recommendations indicate the greatest 

will submit his recommendations to the 
War Department in time to permit a class to be ordered 
to report to the school not later than Sept. % of each 


year. 

‘ene school term will begin Oct. 1 of each year and end 
the following June 18, and no candidate will be ordered 
to join the class after the beginning of the school term. 
The course of instruction will be for thirty-six weeks 
and will be divided into two parts, one concerned with 
the theory and practice necessary to the understanding 
and use of artulery methods and instruments, the other 
providing for the manual training needed to give the 
skill required in the preparation of charts for service as 
outlined in the following: 

The program of the course in mathematics and artil- 
lery embrace the following: 

1. Algebra: To include equations of the first degree 
containing two unknown quantities, use of log-arithmetic 
tables. ‘I'welve chapters, Wentworth's Algebra. 

2. Geometry: Triangles, polygons, and circies. Four 
books, Wentworth’s Geometry. 

3. Trigonometry: Plane, right and oblique triangles. 
Wentworth’'s Trigonometry. 

4. Range tables: Practical use of tables and scales, 
including discussion of construction. 

6. Seacoast engineering: Measurement of base lines, 
triangulation, leveling, determination of meridian, in- 
cluding practical work in all. 

6. Artillery methods and instruments: Elements of 
trajectory; effects of changes in conditions of loading 
and firing. sractical use of instruments of observation 
and record plotting boards, etc., including setting up, 
maintaining, adjustment, and minor repairs. 

The program of the course in drawing embraces the 
following: 

1. Preliminary instructions in mechanical drawing, let- 
tering and color washes. Construction of sheets from 
models in right lines, circles, scales and azimuth arcs, 
irregular curves, lettering (block and free hand), color 
washes, topographical signs and maps, tracings on linen, 
artillery charts. Embracing instruction in the use of 
T squares, straight edges and triangles; scales, diagonal 
scales, protractors, and verniers; dividers and propor- 
tional dividers; compasses and beam compasses; right 
line pens and compass pens; drawing pencils and inks; 
drawing and lettering pens; water colors and colorea 
crayons; drawing boards, drawing paper. 

2. Photoprinting: By detail of not more than four 
members, each student to have three tours at blue print- 
ing and three at brown printing. Blue printing on paper 
and cloth; brown printing on paper and cloth, including 
method for obtaining positive prints. 

3. Practical application of preceeding subjects: Pre- 
paration of charts for service. 

The course will conclude with an examination so con- 
ducted as to determine proficiency in all the subjects in 
Part I. An exhibit of the results accomplished in Part 
Il. by each student will be the evidence of the proficiency 
attained therein. Those who pass the examination at the 
end of the course shall receive certificates as master 
gunner, shall wear the master gunners’ chevron, shall 
not be required to perform guard or fatigue duty ex- 
cept in cases of emergency, and shall be entitled to one 
month’s furlough before being required to join their com- 

anies. 

PeThose wno fail to pass the examination will be required 
to rejoin their companies immediately. 

Failure to study or any misbehavior may be made the 
subject of special recommendation by the commandant 
of the Artillery School with a view to the dissmissal 
of the offender from the school.

Charge I.—‘Violation of the 60th Article of War.” 

The specifications under this charge alleged that Lieu- 
tenant Grennan, being commissary at Cagayan, became 
accountable for public funds to the amount of $981.75, and 
on an inspection of his money accounts presented only 
the amount of $533.00, and the remainder in papers al- 
leged to represent only $225.89, leaving a deficit of $222.86, 


said deficit being an unlawful accounting of the balance . 


due the United States, which balance he fraudulently 
converted to his own use about Oct. 2, 1903." 

Charge II.—‘‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man.” 

Under the above charge it was alleged that Lieutenant 
Grennan, having been questioned by his C.O., Ist Lieut. 
Hans Frank, as to how certain post-office money orders, 
aggregating $204.89 drawn by the postmaster at Cagayan 
in favor of the treasurer, Philippine Archipelago, and 
receipted by 2d Lieut. G. Johnson, Philippine Con- 
stabulary, and presented by him (Lieutenant Grennan), 
as cash in the inspection of his money accounts, came 
into possession, did state that he had purchased the said 
money orders with his own personal funds, which state- 
ment was false, and made with intent to deceive, about 
Oct. 2, 1903. 

Other allegations were that in an _ inspection of his 
money accounts, presented and uttered as cash an order 
on the treasurer of Misamis Province for $21.00, said order 
being signed by Capt. George Herrman, Philippine Con- 
stabulary, said amount being alleged as due said Herr- 
man on account of board. That he presented and uttered 
as cash, a due bill for 16 pesos, Mexican currency, signed 
by Contract Surg. Henry M. Hall, U.S.A. That he did 
present and utter as cash three post-office orders ag- 
gregating $204.89, issued by the postmaster at Cagayan in 
favor of the treasurer of the Philippine Archipelago, but 
not indorsed, and receipted by 2d Lieut. C. G. Johnson, 
Philippine Constabulary. 

It was also alleged that the accused habitually in- 
dulged in the practice of gambling and that he openely 
maintained and kept for two nights a woman known as 
Geneviva, in the building used by his detachment for a 
barrack to the disgrace of the Service at Catarman, Isl- 
and of Kamaguin, about May 14-15, 1903. That he visited 
the house of one Adriana Ramos, wife of Musician Galo 
Villamil, 48d Company, Philippine Scouts, and solicited 
her favor, and being denied the same did make use of his 
position as an officer by threatening to have her husband 
placed in confinement if his proposals were not accepted. 

The court found the accused not guilty of Charge I, 
but guilty of Charge II., and sentenced him to be dis- 
missed from the Service of the United States.

Brig. Gen. A. W. Greely, Chief Signal Officer, U.S.A., 
announces that the standard of Signal Corps telephone 
equipment for target ranges for small-arms practice ap- 
proved, with the suggestion of the Board on Revision of 
Small-Arms Firing Regulations, by the Chief of Staff 
under date of April 6, 1904, assumes that ranges will be 
equipped with targets varying in number from two. to 
twenty-four, and that the purpose of the telephone com- 
munication is to enable men firing to communicate with 
the markers on such occasions as may be necessary to 
note a failure to mark, a miss, an improper position of 
the target, or other incidental events not requiring any 
extended or considerable amount of conversation over 
telephones on the range. Ranges are divided into two 
classes, the first having a width of more than one hun- 
dred yards, and the second class a width of one hundred 
yards or less. First-class ranges will have the range of- 
fice connected with the target pits by two single-pair, 
lead-covered cables, one at the right side and the other on 
the left side of the range; should additional communica- 
tions be necessary, one or more of these cables will con- 
sist of two twisted pairs. The cables are to be buried in a 
trench not less than fifteen inches deep, and covered first 
with a board at least one inch thick and six inches wide 
and ther with earth. Each firing point (at one hundred 
yards, two hundred yards, etc.), will be provided with an 
outlet-box for the purpose of furnishing telephonic com- 
munication with any desired point on the range. 
connections are to be made by a flexible cord, one twisted- 
pair, of sufficient length to permit a field telephone to be 
carried to any desired position on the firing point. Tele- 
phones with plug will enable the range officer to establish 
communication between the range office, the target pits, 
and any firing-point on the range where practice may be 
taking place. Ranges of the second-class, one hundred 
yards or less in width, will be equipped in the same man- 
ner except that one cable only will be furnished. There 
will also be fixed suitable fixed boxes to protect telephones 
placed in the rear of the targets, and portable boxes for 
protecting field telephones while they are being used on 
the firing line, and latter boxes to hold the portable cord 
when not in use. Under these conditions it will be prac- 
ticable to bridge on an additional telephone or two at thé 
outlet box on the firing-point, and also at the terminus 
of the cable in the target pits, should it be necessary or 
desirable to simultaneously maintain communication ‘from 
the firing-point with the range office and the target pits.

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AN UNSOLVED MYSTERY. 


The most striking feature of the report of the court of 
inquiry appointed to investigate the circumstances at- 
tending the recent explosion in the 12-inch turret of the 
battleship Missouri is its frank admission that the one 
point which it was most desired to clear up is still 
shrouded in mystery. We are told that the cause of the 
accident was the unexpected ignition of the two sections 
of the charge of smokeless powder in the gun by what 
is known as a “flare-back,” a flame resulting from the 
ignition, “in some manner not yet known,” of residual 
gases attendant upon the combustion of the smokeless 
powder now in use. In short the court found that the 
explosion was caused by a “flare-back,” but did not find 
what caused the “flare-back.” On that point, really the 
most important of all that confronted them, the investi- 
gators in spite of their diligence and high professional 
skill, were completely baffled. 

As ordnance experts are well aware, there are two 
kinds of “flare-backs,”’ and it is worth while to note 
their points of difference. ‘There may be latent or left- 
over smokeless powder gases in the bore of a gun after the 
piece is fired, which is not in a state of ignition as ob- 
served from the muzzle. When the breech is opened 
where these conditions exist, particularly if a strong 
wind is blowing, the inrush of air from the muzzle adds 
oxygen to the residual gases, ignition occurs and the re- 
sult is a “flare-back.” Powder not in the bore of the gun 
might be ignited in this manner and there would be a 
“flare-back”’ before the projectile was inserted. This 
was probably the sort of “flare-back” that occurred in 
the gun on the Missouri, although unfortunately the re- 
port of the court of inquiry fails to state whether the 
projectile had or had not been placed in the gun before 
the explosion happened. If the projectile was in the 
gun at the time of the explosion, then there must have 
been some other sort of “flare-back”.than the one we 
have described. The court of inquiry comments upon 
the short or dumpy-grained powder with numerous per- 
forations to facilitate interior ignition and combustion 
from small surfaces to larger ones. The court regards 
this form of powder grain as undesirable and suggests 
that the grain should be long and cylindrical with a 
single longitudinal perforation extending from end to 
end. The views of tke court on this question of. powder 
are highly significant. It has happened that after firing 
a 12-inch gun with charges of powder like that used on 
the Missouri almost a pint of unconsumed and burning 
particles have been found in the gun, and it is the com- 
mon belief that these particles are from the thin parti- 
tions which separate the perforations in the grains. 
These particles rush into the seat where the projectile 
and powder charge enter, and may be fanned into a glow 
like that of a live coal by the inflow of air. This could 
happen after a charge or half a charge of powder had 
been placed in the chamber. In this way the powder 








charge itself could be ignited and the result would be 
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a “flare-back” of an entirely different kind from the one 
first described. But how can the accumulation of latent 
gas in the bore of the gun be prevented simply by chang- 
ing the form of the powder grain? Could it haye been 
this second sort of ‘“‘flare-back” that occurred on the 
Missouri? Was the projectile in its seat and had half a 
charge of powder been placed in the chamber? If so, 
how could a “flare-back” of the first sort have occurred? 
If the “flare-back” was of the second sort, the chahge 
of the powder grain to a form that will insure more com- 
plete combustion is obviously most urgentiy needed. 

The. ordnance service of the Navy is at a heavy dis- 
advantage as compared with the ordnance service of the 
Army. The restricted space of the turret on a battleship 
and. the close proximity of large. quantities of powder 
render the handling of thé guns hazardous in spite of the 
most vigilant precautions. In the Army all firing is done 
in the open, and the “flare-back” is all over before the 
powder comes near the gun, the projectile itself follow- 
ing in after the flare. The real lesson of the explosion 
mn the Missouri is that we must make further investiga- 
‘ion as to the character and form of smokeless powder 
or ordnance use. That such a tragedy as that on the 
Missouri should occur without fault or error on the part 
of any officer or man aboard the ship—and we regard 
the findings of the court as conclusive on that point— 
simply means we have not yet learned enough about 
smokeless powder to insure the maximum of safety in 
ihe use of it.

SUBMARINE PILOTING. 

The loss of the English submarine boat Al because 
the directing officer, in his absorption in following the 
movements of the other naval vessels in the maneuvers, 
had forgotten other dangers of navigation, has been the 
subject of much comment which, as usual with comment 
on naval matters by the partially informed, has missed 
the real point. The same mishap, possibly, with the same 
fatal results, would have followed, as it has followed, 
from the lack of watchfulness on the part of the navi- 
gator of a small surface craft. The navigator of the 
submarine has been represented as blindly groping for 
his direction ; his only aid a faulty reflecting mechanism 
which is subject to various supposed errors which can 
only be corrected by some remarkable invention or im- 
provement not at present contained in the periscope or 
omniscope now in use. 

In all of these comments the fact is overlooked that a 
compass course is relied on by the submarine navigator 
equally with the periscope, and that he can as well steer 
by compass in the opaque green of the submarine world 
as the surface navigator can steer by compass in fog or 
a driving snow. The best use of the periscope is as an 
instrument of precision rather than as a mechanism for 
seeing, and it may fairly be predicted that the develop- 
ment of submarine navigation will include travel at a 
reasonable depth under close compass conning and a bet- 
ier knowledge of the influence of tides and currents that 
will come by experience. 

It is as illogical for the submarine to travel with the 
periscope above the surface of the water as it is for the 
sight windows of the conning tower to be above the sur- 
face, as either in going into action affords the mark for 
a counter torpedo shot. The projecting reflectors are for 
the purpose of getting a sufficient elevation to secure 
good bearings and that at a distance from the point of 
attack. When the periscope must run so close to the 
surface of the water that the spray interferes with the 
sight, or the supposed motion of the boat distorts im- 
ages, it is time for entire submergence. It is a question 
if the projecting tube will not be found eventually to be 
a deterrent and a source of danger, to be abolished. For 
seagoing purposes it may have its permanent uses, but 
in the sphere which has been supposed so far to be the le- 
gitimate field of activity of the submarine, the defence of 
the harbors and bays, it will, with the development of 
submarine piloting, come to be regarded as a useless en- 
cumbrance. 

Just as a blind man grows expert in going from place 
to place, the future submarine navigator will be able, 
with his compass and the revolutions of his screws, to 
place himself in an approximate position that it will only 
require a peep from the conning tower windows to cor- 
rect. The periscope is a transition device merely and 
the submariner who cuts himself loose from it will the 
sooner lose his surface characteristics and will escape 
a source of danger which was marked in the English cas- 
ualty. In fact, it is a question if conning tower windows 
placed high up and with an upward oblique field of vi- 
sion would not answer all the practical purposes of the 
periscope.

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PROVED VALUE OF SCOUTSHIPS. 


One thing which has already been demonstrated by the 
naval operations of the war in the Far East is that 
scoutships of high speed and excellent sea-going qualities 
are of immense value to a fighting squadron. From 
the naval battle at Chemulpo down to the present time 
the Japanese, by the use of torpedo boats and other swift 
craft for scouting purposes, appear to have kept them- 
selyes constantly informed as to the naval movements of 
the enemy and the result has been that when they struck 
they struck hard and with precision. In the various en- 
gagements about Port Arthur the Japanese have never 
been compelled to take their battleships and cruisers with- 
in range of the shore batteries of the Russians for the 
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reason that their scoutships, the eyes of the fleet, have 
been able to report every movement of the enemy to the 
Japanese commanders at safe distance. When the Rus- 
sian battleship Petropavlovsk was destroyed the Japan- 
ese squadron, lying beyond the range of the shore guns, 
was fully advised by the scouts of her maneuvers, and 
the Japanese commander, disappointed in his hope of a 
fight in the open, had only to wait in patience for the 
certain destruction of the enemy’s ship by the mine he 
had planted in her course. It is impossible on present 
information to determine how far the success of Japan- 
ese strategy in these engagements has been due to the 
efliciency of the scout service, but the directness and ac- 
curacy of the operations show that the Japanese com- 
manders have almost invariably be so fully posted as to 
the enemy’s movements that the information must have 
been gathered by a service specially organized for that 
purpose. 

The usefulness of scoutships was clearly shown dur- 
ing the Spanish War by the merchant vessels and yachts 
hastily improvised for that service. Torpedo boats were 
also used for that purpose to some extent, but while they 
were all right so far as speed was concerned, their small 
size and their poor sea-going qualities placed them at a 
serious disadvantage. On the other hand some of the 
merchant ships converted into auxiliary cruisers were 
deficient in speed, while those that were fast enough 
were too large and costly to justify their use except in 
emergency. Our experience in the Spanish War dem- 
onstrated two things—first, that scoutships are enor- 
mously useful to a fighting squadron, and second, that 
such vessels cannot be satisfactorily improvised in time 
of need, but must be specially designed and constructed 
with sole reference to the service required of them. In 
view of that experience and of the proved usefulness of 
scoutships in the Far East, the building of three scout 
cruisers authorized by the new Navy Appropriation act 
will add a new and valuable element to the National fleet 
and will doubtless engage the earnest attention of naval 
constructors. These vessels will be equal to the speediest 
and most heavily armored ships of their class in the 
world, and their steaming radius will be the greatest 
obtainable under the prescribed conditions. The amount 
provided for their construction—$1,800,000 each, exclu- 
sive of armament—will make it possible to develop a 
type of warship which has no counterpart in our own or 
any foreign navy. Time will probably prove the appro- 
priation for these vessels to have been one of the wisest 
in the new Navy act.

DISCONTENT IN THE NAVY. 


There appears to be among the younger officers of the 
Navy a widespread belief that the complaint of the en- 
listed men that they do not receive enough shore leave 
is well founded. These officers are keenly interested in 
the men serving under them and feel that a little more 
consideration extended to the members of the enlisted 
force would conduce to contentment and efficiency. Our 
squadrons nowadays are cruising squadrons; they are al- 
most constantly in motion and this renders it difficult, if 
not impossible, to grant the extended shore leave that 
would be possible if the ships spent a larger proportion 
of the time in port. It must be kept in mind, moreover, 
that the Navy is short both of officers and men, and this 
fact naturally tends to curtail the leave of those in the 
Service, but the Navy Department is doing its best to 
overcome this condition, and its efforts may ultimately 
lessen the grounds of complaint. A considerable re 
of relief will be derived from the plan adopted by the Bu- 
reau of Navigation whereby the Vicksburg, the Machias, 
the Albany, the Monongahela and perhaps several other 
vessels will be placed out of commission at an early date 
thus making fifty-one officers available for service else- 
where. By the Ist of September, however, sixty addition- 
al officers will be needed, so it is evident that until the 
Naval Academy turns out young officers in numbers com- 
mensurate with the growth of the fleet those already in 
the Service will either have to put up with some tempor- 
ary hardship, as we believe they cheerfully will do, or 
an increasing number of naval vessels will have to be 
placed out of commission. 

The difficulty is embarrassing, but we hope that it is 
only temporary and will be remedied in due time to the 
satisfaction of both officers and men, Squadron com- 
manders, the Navy Department and Congress have all 
shown an earnest desire to do everything within reason 
to promote the comfort and convenience of the personnel. 
We do not doubt that this general desire, supported by 
co-operative action, will ultimately produce satisfactory 
results. It is suggested that as our squadron command- 
ers come to their rank at a late period of life and have 
but a short time of service with flag rank, they are nat- 
urally ambitious to crowd as much as possible within the 
limit of their active duty. The orgafiization of our 
Navy should permit of the adoption of some plan of sea 
service which would show proper consideration for the 
social instincts of officers and men. In the British navy 
great attention is paid to games and sports which re- 
lieve the tedium of official duty. In the French navy 
each -yessel has a home port to which it repairs, when 
permitted to go into port. There the officers and men 
can have their wives and sweethearts and keep alive 
something of the home feeling in which even sailors find 
their chief happiness. In our Navy it is too much of a 
“demnition grind,” with the result of unhappy ships, dis- 
content, resignations and desertion. There is nothing te 
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which the Navy Department can more wisely direct its 
attention than to secure a remedy for this condition of 
things. It is necessary to have an efficient Navy, but it 
is also well to have a contented Navy, for content is one 
of the elements of efficiency. 








Exhaustive experiments are to be made by the Navy 
with a new material for powder bags, known as smoke- 
less powder cloth, a cellulose production of which speci- 
mens have been ordered. When they arrive they will be 
sent to Indian Head, made into bags and thoroughly 
tested there before being tried on ships. This material 
is made in Germany. The chief objection to it would 
be the fact that the Department cannot be assured that 
the smokeless powder cloth is at all times up to the 
standard of the powder which would be put into it and 
the combination of the gases of standard powder with 
those of defective powder might prove disastrous. If 
smokeless powder cloth up to the high standard required 
for all smokeless powder used in the Navy can be ob- 
tained, there is a belief among officers at the Depart- 
ment that it will prove better for powder bags than the 
muslin now wsed. The smokeless powder cloth is highly 
inflammable and must therefore be handled with great 
care, but it burns very quickly, thus insuring the rapid 
consumption of the entire bag. There is in reality no 
great dissatisfaction with the muslin bags. Indeed there 
is no case on record where any of the bag has been found 
unburned or smouldering in the chamber of a gun, The 
British navy and our own Army use silk bags, but the 
Navy prefers muslin for the reason that the silk tears 
frequently when the rammer is put in, or wrinkles, At 
the instance of the Bureau of Ordnance a series of ex- 
periments is now being conducted at the Washington 
Navy Yard with an apparatus which forces into the 
breech of a gun a stream of compressed air and steam, 
thus syringing out the gun before another charge is in- 
serted. This is only one of many devices which have 
been suggested to prevent flare-backs. On the Iinois 
a device has been installed by which the forced draught 
used for the Whitehead torpedo tubes is turned into the 
breech of the gun at about one hundred pounds pressure. 
It is believed this is the most satisfactory device yet 
found and it was installed on the Illinois at the instance 
of Rear Admiral George A. Converse, while he was in 
command of that vessel.

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Greater secrecy is to be exercised in the Navy regard- 
ing American naval stations and there are certain sta- 
tions which no foreign men-of-war will be permitted to 
visit without special permission from this Governnient. 
The General Board has made this recommendation and 
in accordance with it the State Department has trans- 
mitted this memorandum to all its diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives abroad. “The General Board is of 
the opinion that with the exception of the below named 
ports no restriction should be placed on the visits of for- 
eign men-of-war or other public vessels either as to num- 
ber or period of stay in ports within the United States 
or under their control. Neither should it be required 
that previous permission must be obtained. The general 
board is further of the opinion that before visiting any 
of the several named ports the foreign men-of-war or 
public vessels should be required to ask permission from 
the Secretary of the Navy through their respective min- 
isters and the State Department: Tortugas, Fla.; Great 
Harbor, Culebra; the ports and anchorages of Kiska isl- 
and; Aleutian Archipelago; Guantanamo, Cuba; Pearl 
Harbor, Hawaii; Guam; Subig Bay, Philippine Islands. 
It is of course understood that any foreign vessel before 
entering the actual limits of a navy yard in any port of 
the United States would first apply for permission.” 





No conclusion has yet been reached by the Secretary 
of War and Major Gen. F. C. Ainsworth relative to‘ the 
division of work under the law providing for the con- 
solidation of the Adjutant General’s Department with 
the Record and Pension Office. A general order has been 
prepared and laid before the Secretary announcing the 
consolidation by the publication of the provision of the 
act providing for the change, and giving instructions as 
to the manner of addressing official correspondence hith- 
erto sent to the Adjutant General. As was stated in our 
issue of April 30, all such correspondence should now be 
addressed to the “Military Secretary, War Department, 
Washington, D.C.” There is a well-founded impression 
at the War Department that General Ainsworth will su- 
pervise the entire consolidated department, retaining con- 
trol of the military branch of the new department as 
well as of the records. Just what the duties of Brig. 
Gen. W. P. Hall will be no one seems to know for cer- 
tain.

There appears to be no doubt that the President will 
give a recess appointment as brigadier general to Col. A. 
L. Mills, Superintendent of the Military Academy, and 
captain Ist Cavalry. There is good reason to suppose 
also that some at least of the officers on the retired list 
of the Army will be given advanced rank during the re- 
cess, in view of the decision of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral, found in another column, which is based upon 
the theory that the act authorizing promotions on the re- 
tired list creates vacancies to which officers may be pro- 
moted by the President, pending the approval of their 
nominations by the Senate. The act suggested a fine 
point of constitutional law, about which there were dif- 
fering opinions. co 
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PROMOTION FOR RETIRED OFFICERS. 


Judge Advocate General Davis of the Army has ren- 
dered an opinion on the subject of the President’s right 
to promote officers on the retired list during the recess 
of Congress. The conclusion is as follows: 


“Although there is judicial authority for the view that 
an officer of the Army on the reti list is the incum- 
bent of an ‘office,’ the matter would seem to be settled 
by the language used in the enactment under considera- 
tion (act of April 23, 1904, Army Appropriation bill) 
in which, after describing the classes of officers who may 
be brought within its benficial operation, the statute goer 
on to say that the officers so described may— 

““In the discretion of the President by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, be placed on the re- 
tired list of the Army with the rank and retired pay of 
one grade above that actually held by him at the time 
of retirement.’ 

“The action required of the President and Senate, in 
the clause last above cited, is that prescribed in the Con- 
stitution for an exercise of the appointing power, and | 
cannot escape the conclusion that such, in fact, is the 
duty so vested in the act of April 23, 1904. An exercise 
of the appointing power can have but one result—to vest 
an office in the apointee. If, therefore, the officers to 
whom the act applies hold office, its operation has been 
to create offices on the retired list into which those who 
are entitled to advancement can be indueted by an ex- 
ercise of the appointing power, and that the operation 
of the statute has been to create vacancies to which Ar- 
ticle 2, Section 2, Paragraph 3 of the Constitution ap- 
plies, and it is the opinion of this office that they may be 
filled by recess appointments.” 

In support of this opinion an extract is given from th: 
decision by the Court of Claims, affirmed by the U.S. Su- 
preme Court (107 U.S.) in the case of Wood v. the Unit- 
ed States. The Court says: 

“By Revised Statutes, Section 1094, officers of the re 
tired list of the Army compose part of the Army of the 
United States, and therefore no one can be upon that 
list who is not an officer appointed as required by the 
Constitution, Art. 2, Sec. 2. But being such officer, thus 
appointed, of any grade on the active list, he may be re- 
tired with a rank higher or lower than that which be- 
longs to his office whenever Congress sees fit so to pro- 
vide. Congress cannot appoint him to a new and differ- 
ent office, because the Constitution vests the appointing 
power in the President with the advice of the Senate, or 
in certain cases in the President alone, the heads of the 
executive departments, or the courts of law; but Con- 
gress may transfer him to the retired list, and may 
change his rank and pay at any time, without coming 
in conflict with that provision of the Constitution. Con- 
gress has frequently exercised the power of changing the 
mere rank of officers without invoking the constitutional 
power of the Executive to appoint the incumbents to new 
offices. But when it has been the purpose to place on the 
retired list one who has been discharged from service, 
who no longer holds an office in the Army, Congress has 
provided for his restoration or reappointment in the 
manner pointed out by the Constitution, generally by the 
President alone, and then has authorized his retirement. 
Such was the case of Major Collins. (14 C. Cls. R., 568, 
and 15 C. Cls., R., 22). In some cases Congress has pro- 
vided for the appointment, in the constitutional manner, 
of an officer, upon his retirement, to a higher grade of 
office than that which he held on the active list. (Case 
7 General Emory, act of June 26, 1876, 19 Stat. L., 


General Davis gives a long opinion in which he cites 
the following acts: Act of July 28, 1866, Sec. 32, au- 
thorizing the retirement of wounded officers with the 
rank they held when wounded, which was repealed June 
10, 1872: Act of 1872, fixing the status of offices losing 
a leg or an arm. Interpreting these acts General Davis 
holds that “an officer, on his retirement, passed from a 
certain rank on the active list to the same rank on the 
retired list, and it was impossible for him, in the opera- 
tion of the retirement laws, to either gain or lose rank 
on retirement, as it was the obvious intention of Con- 
gress that, to have a particular grade of rank on the re- 
tired list, such rank must vest in the officer prior to, or 
at the instant of his retirement. * * * In other words, 
the retirement of an officer included the vacation of an 
office, to which a grade of military rank attached which 
was equal to that which it was the legislative intent that 
he should have on the retired list. * * * 

“Tf a classification was accomplished by the act of 
1875, by which a class of officers were reduced in rank 
in the operation of a cause substantially similar to that 
used in the act of April 23, 1904, and another class was, 
by formal legislative enactment, held not to fall in such 
class, it would seem that it was the legislative intent, in 
the act of 1866, to vest a certain rank in the officers, 
whose cases were included within its scope, before, or at 
the instant of their retirement. It is important to note 
that neither of this class of retired officers are included 
in the excepting clause, which provides that: 

“*This act shall not apply to any officer who received 
an advance of grade since the date of his retirement or 
who has been restored to the Army and placed on the re- 
tired list by virtue of the provisions of a special act of 
Congress.’ 

“And it is the opinion of this offiee that officers, below 
the grade of brigadier general, whose names have been 
placed upon the retired list in pursuance of Section 32 
of the act of July 28, 1866, (14 Stats. L., 337), and Sec- 
tion 2 of the act of March 2, 1875, (18 Ibid., 512), are 
entitled to the benefits of the act of April 23, 1904. 

“In the case of officers who were advanced one grade 
in rank at their retirement by reason of having incurred 
physical disabilities which incapacitated them for promo- 
tion, the case seems to be somewhat more difficult. The 
act of Oct. 1, 1890, (the general examination law) pro- 
vides that the examination must be completed before the 
occurrence of the vacancy to which the officer would be 
entitled to succeed, should his fitness therefor be estab- 
lished. In the event of his being found incapacitated 
for active service by reason of a disability incurred in 
the line of duty, he continues on the active list until a 
vacancy occurs to which, had he not been physically dis- 
abled, he would have succeeded, and then the law re- 
quires that ‘he shall be retired with the rank to which 
his seniority entitled him to be promoted.’ The act of 
April 23, 1904, provides for the advancement of an offi- 
cer retired for disability ‘with the rank and retired pay 
of one grade above that actually held by him at the time 
of retirement.’ What was the rank actually held in 
these cases? Was it that of the grade which the officer 
occupied at the time of his examination? Or was there 
an advancement in rank at the instant of retirement? 
Or did the advanced rank vest after the officer had left 
the active list? 

“In the case of officers retired on an advanced grade 


under the act of 1866, it has been seen that the language 
used, au their advancement ‘upon the full rank 
of the command held by them * * * * at the time such 
wounds were received,’ when read in connection with 
subsequent legislation in pari materia, was susceptible 
of the interpretation that the operation of the statute 
was to vest such rank in the officer prior to, or at the 
instant of his retirement. 

“But the language used in the act of 1890 is less sus- 
ceptible of such an interpretation; it provides simply 
for the rank which the disabled officer shall have on the 
retired list; that is, he shall be retired with—not upon— 
certain rank. It is conceded that the difference is slight, 
but the language seems to embody the legislative intent 
with reasonable clearness, which was to give the officer 
who had become physically disqualified in the line of 
duty advanced rank on the retired list. 

“In the application of the act of Oct. 1, 1890, to the 
case of an officer who has failed in his physical exami- 
nation, the incapacitated officer is not promoted and then 
retired, but, in the language of the statute, is retired 
‘with the rank to which his seniority entitled him to be 
promoted.’ Although tlis class of officers is not express- 
ly debarred by the excluding clauses of the proviso, it 
would thus seem that there is no exercise of the appoint- 
ing power in their cases, and that the law does not op- 
erate to advance the officer proprio vigore prior to his 
retirement. Although this class of officers is not ex- 
pressly debarred from receiving the benefits of the act of 
April 23, 1904, I regard it as doubtful whether officers 
so circumstanced come within the operation of the stat- 
ute. As the class of officers affected is a highly meritori- 
ous one, it is suggested that their names be submitted to 
the Senate for confirmation, to the end that the doubt 
may be resolved by a reference of the question to those 
branches of the Government in which the appointing 
power is vested by the Constitution.” 





MILITARY ATHLETIC TOURNAMENT. 


The eighth annual tournament of the Military Athletic 
League held in Madison Square Garden, New York city, 
from May 2 to 7, inclusive, filled the huge building night- 
ly with enthusiastic audiences. 

The importance of the event has grown each year, it 
brings the military in touch with the people and is also 
beneficial as an object lesson to the military men par- 
ticipating, as well as those looking on. A large part of 
the proceeds of the league has been devoted to the men 
of the Army and Navy in providing them with athletic 
outfits and equipment aboard ships and at Army posts, 
and this has been of great benefit. Officers and men vie 
with each other in showing drill proficiency and are all 
anxious to take part. 

Under the direction of Acting Adjutant General H. H. 
Treadwell, Lieut. Colonel of the 22d Regiment, details 
from the Regular and State forces formed as a minia- 
ture brigade, each battalion simulating a regiment 
and commands having fronts of 16 files. The formation 
was in line of masses, and the pee of the brigade, 
which was in command of Col. George R. Dyer, 12th N. 
Y., was on the first night as follows: 

First Battalion: Capt. S. M. Foote, U.S.A., com- 
manding; Lieut. E. T. Weisel, Art. Corps., U.S.A., ad- 
jutant; composed of Co. E, 8th U.S. Inf.; 4th U.S. Field 
Artillery, 15th U.S. Cav., and Troop C of New York. 

Second Battalion; Major R. Edwards, 8th N.Y., com- 
manding; Adjut. Lieut. C. G. Moses, 22d N.Y., composed 
of 48th Highlanders, Old Guard, Ist N.J., lst Battery 
N.Y., and 2d Battery, N.Y. 

Third Battalion: Major T. W. Huston, 12th N.Y., 
commanding; Adjut. F. M. Vermilye, 12th N.Y.; com- 
posed of 22d, 12th, Tist and 8th N.Y., and 4th N.J. Regi- 
ments. 

Fourth Battalion: Major J. J. Byrne, 9th N.Y., com- 
ce composed of 9th, 69th, 47th, 23d and 14th N. 


Fifth Battalion: Capt. C. I. De Bevoise, Troop C, com- 
manding; composed of Ist and 2d Signal Corps, N.Y., 
ist and 2d Naval Militia Battalions of N.Y. 

The appearance of the troops was the signal for tu- 
multuous applause. Not a few mistook the 15th U.S. Cav. 
troop, arrayed in olive drab, and wearing scotch caps 
without tails, for Canadian troops. These caps were 
recently given out for trial, and are intended for garri- 
son and traveling purposes: They are verv handy, give 
the men a jaunty appearance and are comfortable. A 
number of the men on the streets wore the caps on the 
side of the head just like ‘“‘Tommy Atkins.” 

All the troops parading made a fine appearance. The 
48th Highlanders, in command of Major Duncan Donald, 
in their picturesque costume naturally stood out promin- 
ently from the others, and were accorded a splendid wel- 
come as in fact all the troops were. The manual of the 
Highlanders differed from that of the American troops, 
and when they came to a halt they kept their pieces at 
the left shoulder, instead of grounding them. Later in 
the week they came to a “present arms” similar to the 
Americans. he intervals between men of the two com- 
panies of the 48th were perfectly kept, as was also the 
distance between front and rear rank, which was about 
two paces, instead of facing distance only, as in the U. 
S. Drill Regulations. They were physically a fine look- 
ing body, and were remarkably well drilled militia. They 
appeared every evening of the week and at the matinees. 

The other performances on each evening during the 
week were the following: 

A composite troop of the 15th U.S. Cavalry in com- 
mand of Capt. F. J. Koester, gave music rides and rough 
riding exhibitions, in which all manner of difficult feats 
were performed. ‘They formed pyramids, jumped hur- 
dles, vaulted, rode Roman fashion, etc., and in the music 
ride executed various pretty evolutions, men and beasts 
being perfectly trained. In the music drill all commands 
were given by the whistle. 

The 4th Battery of Field Artillery, U.S.A., commanded 
by Capt. S. M. Foote, went through a battery drill, with 
its four field pieces, including the loadings and firings, 
and also gave exhibitions of driving through pegs with a 
gun and limbef, first with ten and then with eighteen 
horses, and showed the most marvellous skill. Some 
evenings the cannoneers would sit on the limbers and 
guns, and on others they would follow the guns on special 
horses. The guns, carriages and limbers were painted 
an olive drab. On the opening night while changing 
direction at a gallop, one of the guns overturned com- 
pletely and then righted itself. 

Company E, 8th U.S. Inf., in command of Capt. Merch 
B. Stewart, gave splendid exhibitions of the manner of 
erecting and striking shelter tents, and repelling a mid- 
night attack. Its physical drill to music was executed 
in perfect unison, and its manual was also perfect. No 
such manual has ever been seen at the garden with the 
exception of the cadets at the U.S.M.A. who appeared 
last year. It was simply perfect. These men were all 


members ef Company E, and were not picked from sev- 
eral companies. ‘ 

Troop C of the N.G.N.Y., in command of Capt. C. I. 
DeBevoise, gave exhibitions of rough riding and music 
rides, that won for it no end of applause, and they were 
Sw good exhibitions, especially for citizen sol- 

ers. 

The ist Battery, N.G.N.Y., in command of Capt. 
Louis Wendel, gave its pretty physical drill with sabers, 
for which it is famous, and as usual made a hit. The 
men removed their coats, belts and hats, and put them on 
again by commands given by a clap of the hand from 
Captain Wendel. 

‘he 2d Battery, N.G.N.Y., in command of brevet 
Major David Wilson, gave a most excellent exhibition in 
a Gatling gun drill. There were movements against an 
imaginary enemy, firing with diminished numbers, and 
the pieces and carriages were dismounted and assembled 
with almost lightning rapidity. 

One of the most interesting exhibitions during the 
week was that of the Ist Signal ae = in command of 
Capt. Oscar Erlandsen; its ‘tower buildings and ex- 
hibition of signaling were of unusual merit, and its skill 
in the branch of the service it represents is deserving of 
the highest praise. 

Teams from Companies G and H of the 12th N.Y. 
showed their expertness in wall scaling, as did also Com- 
pany C, 4th Battalion N.Y. The 9th N.Y. Field Music, 
under Drum Major Hill, gave an enjoyable exhibition, 
and the ist Battalion of Naval Militia gave an exhibi- 
tion of Artillery drill, physical drill, signalling and In- 
fantry drill, rivaling Barnum’s three rings in one in its 
multiplicity of events. There was also a physical dril! 
by Company B, 14th N.Y., an exhibition drill by the boys 
of the Hebrew Orphan Asylum, and St. Luke’s Battalion. 

The reviewing officers on the several nights of the 
week were: On the opening night, May 2, Mayor Mc- 
Clellan, with Col. George R. Dyer, 12th N.Y., in com- 
mand; May 3, Lieut. Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., 
with Col. Wm. G. Bates, 7ist N.Y., in command; mati- 
nee, May 3, Gen. Geo. M. Smith, Ist Brigade N.Y.; May 
4, evening, Col. Albert L. Mills, U.S.A., with Col. A. L, 
Kline, 14th N.Y., in command; May 5, Major Gen. 
Henry C. Corbin, U.S.A., with Col. Robert G. Smith, 
4th N.J., in command; May 6, Police Commissioner Wil- 
liam McAdoo, of New York city, with Col. Henry W. 
Freeman, Ist N.J., in command, and May 7, Lieut. Col. 
W. C. McDonald, 48th Highlanders, with Col. G. R. 
Dyer, 12th N.Y., commanding. 

The executive committee, consisting of Col. George R. 
Dyer, Lieut. Cols. N. B. Thurston, T. J. O’Donohue, H. 
H. Treadwell, Major W. A. Turpin, Capt. C. I. De- 
Bevoise, and Comdr. R. P. Forshew, performed an im- 
mense amount of hard work, and are certainly entitled 
to the greatest praise for their able management which 
brought the tournament to the top notch of success. Mr. 
Charles Chamberlain, as press agent, is also entitled to 
great praise for his work, and that, too, during a very 
difficult period. Other officers of the National Guard also 
worked earnestly for the success of the event,

UNFINISHED ARMY AND NAVY LEGISLATION. 


Congress adjourned leaving the following Army and 
Navy legislation unfinished: 

The Senate calendar shows that the following bills 
were formally reported and passed over without preju- 
dice: SS. 2437, to provide for the transportation of na- 
val and other stores and supplies in American-built 
ships; S. 3114, to authorize the use of depositions before 
naval courts in certain cases; S. 1274, to authorize the 
readjustment of the accounts of Army officers in certain 
cases, and for other purposes, 

The following were on the Senate calendar without 
amendment: S. 810, to authorize the detail of George 
F’. Ormsby in the interest of commerce; S. 4778, for the 
relief of Pay Inspector E. B. Rogers, U.S.N.; Joint 
Resolution, H. 29, providing for the transfer of certain 
military rolls and records from the Interior and other 
Departments to the War Department. 

The following were on the Senate calendar with 
amendments: S. 3828, to provide for the settlement of 
certain claims of officers and enlisted men of the Army 
for the loss or destruction, without fault or negligence 
on the part of said officers and men, of property belong- 
ing to them in the military service of the U. S.; S. 1786, 
restoring James G. Field, naval surgeon, to the line of 
promotion; S. 1284, to restore to the active list of the 
Navy the name of Talleyrand Desaix Myers; 8 to 
amend an act entitled, “An act to increase the ag 
of the permanent military establishment of the U.S.”; 8. 
5094, to promote the efficiency of the reserve militia 
and to encourage rifle practice among the members there- 
of; S. 5439, for the relief of Capt. George E. Pickett, 
paymaster, U.S. Army; S. 5166, to increase the efficiency 
of the Ordnance Department; S. 4838, to increase the 
efficiency of the Medical Department of the U.S. Army. 

The House calendar shows that the following measures 
were in the Committee of the Whole: H. 2510, for the 
construction of a steam revenue cutter adapted to ser- 
vice in the waters of Albemarle and Pamlico Sounds, 
North Carolina; H. 853, for the erection of a monumen- 
tal statue in the city of Washington, D.C., to Paul Jones, 
the founder of the American Navy; H. 9662, a bill to 
establish four permanent military camp grounds in the 
vicinity of Fort Sam Houston, Texas; Camp Douglas, 
Wisconsin; in the Conewago Valley, Pennsylvania, an 
at or near Nacimiento Ranch, California; 9055. 
providing for rank and pay of certain retired officers of 
the Navy; H. 14969, to provide suitable medals for 
officers and men of the Navy and Marine Corps who 
participated in certain engagements of the Civil War; 
H. 10005, to authorize the construction of two steam 
vessels for the Revenue Cutter Service for duty on Puget 
Sound, Washington; joint resolution, H. 52, for the pur- 
pose of carrying out the provision of General Orders, 
No. 195, War Department, June 29, 1863, for the pre- 
sentation of medals; H. 15125, to amend an act en- 
titled “An act to provide for the organization of the 
militia of the District of Columbia, and for other pur- 
poses,” approved March 1, 1889; H. 10014, to create a 
commission to investigate the expediency and practic- 
ability of establishing public rifle ranges throughout the 
United States. 

The following remained on the House calendar: H. 
8586, to provide for the retirement of petty officers and 
enlisted men of the Navy; S. 2114, to fix the rank of 
certain officers in the Army; H. 1975, to amend section 
1225 of Revised Statutes, so as to provide for detail of 
retired officers of the Army and Navy to assist in mili- 
tary instruction in schools; H. 6791, to enable naval 
courts martial and courts of inquiry to secure the atten- 
dance and testimony of civilian witnesses; S. 114, to 
extend the provisions of the act of March 3, 1885, relative 
to officers and enlisted men of the United States Army. 
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FIGHTING ON THE YALU. 


Those who have followed our reports of the military 
and naval operations in the Far East, have, no doubt, 
observed that we have insisted from the beginning that 
it was impossible for the Russians to gather any large 
force along the line of the Yalu River, because of the 
difficulties of transportation over the single line of rail- 
road, and the impossibility of gathering sufficient sup- 
plies from the country in which they are operating. We 
have also shown that the time required to bring the 
contending forces together would delay active operations 
on land until well into the Spring. The news this week 
shows that we were entirely correct in both conclusions, 
which were based upon a knowledge of the details of 
military operations in the field. All the operations of 
the military forces thus far reported have mn, as we 
have shown, mere affairs between outposts and scouting 
parties, not worth reporting except as an indication of 
what was to come. : 

llaving gathered a sufficient force along the line of the 
Yalu, the Japanese on Tuesday, April 26, commenced an 
advance movement with a view to securing control of the 
Manchurian, or west side of the stream. : 

(wo Japanese gunboats, the Uji and the Maya, with 
two torpedo craft and two armed steamers from the third 


squadron, under Commander Makagawa, arrived on the 
evening of April 25 at Yongampo, at the mouth of the 
Yalu, and the next day the movements against the Rus- 


sians began with preparations for bridging the river. 
The Russians were first driven from the islands in the 
river. A preliminary artillery duel along an extended 
front appears to have followed this, at the conclusion 
of which, on April 30, the bridges had been completed, 
and nearly 70,000 Japanese infantry with a large supply 
of artillery crossed. “They encountered the Russians 
holding strong positions at Chin-Tien-Cheng, or Turen- 
Chen, opposite Wiju and Antung, both on the Feng- 
Wang-Cheng road. A mile north lies the village of 
l’otietinsky, near a tributary of the Litzavena, five miles 

. which is Chin-Gow. On the opposite bank of the 
tributary is the village of Litzavena. Opposite Potie- 

nsky stands Housan, with a dominating height. Still 
jgher, on the right of the Yalu, is the village of Am- 
bikhe, at the confluence of the Aipike. The whole 
course of the Yalu between Ambikhe and Antung is 
divided by islands, the largest, Samolinde, facing Chin- 
fien-Cheng. Another lies between Housan and Sindia- 
vow. 

The Japanese prepared for crossing the river by 
isting all their available guns, of which the Russians 
say the Japanese had five times more than they, along 

» line facing Chin-Tien-Cheng and Antung, and also 
landed from their warships 4.7 centimeter guns. This 
array of artillery eventually made Chin-Tien-Cheng un- 
tenable. Under cover of powerful batteries north of 
s oy the Japanese crossed to Housan, occupying 
the height. 

On May 1 at daybreak, the Japanese commenced 
cannonading and silenced the Russian artillery on the 
hill northwest of Yu-Shu-Mou ,and at half-past seven 
all divisions advanced to the attack, and by 9 a.m., took 
possession of the heights extending from Chin-Tien- 
Cheng to the north of Makou and Yu-Shu-Mou. 

After a heavy bombardment from their superior artil- 
lery, the Japanese infantry closed in and after severe fight- 
ing for three-quarters of an hour, drove the Russians in 
disorder from their intrenched positions. The Russians 
state that General Sasulitch was in command of their 
forees on the Yalu, which extended along a front of more 
ian thirty miles, with reserve supports fifteen miles back. 
The whole, according to the best information obtainable, 
did not exceed 17,000 men, with perhaps 5,000 actually 
engaged. The Japanese claim to have captured forty 
Russian guns and by other authorities the number 

stated at twenty-eight. The Russians admit the loss 
of forty officers and about 2,000 men. 

The Russians were evidently intending to fight only 
« delaying action, but the Japanese were too quick and 
tuo enterprising for them and forced them into a dis- 
estrous engagement, which must have resulted in a 
omewhat disorderly retreat, to judge trom the loss 
of guns. They had only light field guns opposed to the 
hig Japanese cannon, and anticipating a retreat, they 
did not encumber themselves with war material which 
would be difficult to take away along roads scarcely 
marked or suitable for transport in their retreat. 

The correspondent of the London Mail says: “The 
capture of the Russian guns was due to this combination 
f attacks which must have been managed with extreme 
skill and which was carried out with all the precision 
‘a peace maneuver. As a final result of the battle, the 
Japanese have planted themselves upon the great high- 
road leading from Chin-Tien-Cheng to Feng-Wang-

Last week the Russians appeared to be calling a halt 
on the Japanese for the first time, having sent 
eir powerful Vladivostok squadron down the east 
vast of Korea to create a diversion against the ac- 
vities of the Japanese on the west coast and in Korea 
ttay. The story is told in the report of Rear Admiral 
essen to the Czar: 
“During the night of April 26 two Russian torpedo 
|oats met at sea the Japanese military transport Kinshiu- 
iaru, of 4,000 tons, laden with rice and other military 
ores, and about 1.500 tons of coal. The transport was 
‘med with four Hotchkiss gans of 47 millimeters. The 
|.ussians captured on board seventeen officers, twenty 
iidiers, eighty-five military carriers, or coolies, and six- 
v-five of the crew, who surrendered. The remainder of 
1e men, who were to form a landing party, and who 
ere left without officers, obstinately refused to surrender 
r to go on board a Russian cruiser. Furthermore, they 
ffered armed resistance to the Russians. In the end 
hey were sent to the bottom with the transport.” The 
number of men drowned is not given. Admiral Yessen 
iso reports that besides the sinking of the Japanese 
teamer Goyo Maru at Gensan on April 25, the Russians 
sank at sea the same evening the Japanese steamer Nak- 
amura Maru, of 220 tons, whose crew was saved. 
The Vladivostok squadron consists of the finest and 


most powerful cruisers in the Russian navy—the armored 
vessels Rossia, 20 knots, Gromboi, 20 knots, and Rurik, 
18 knots, and the protected vessel Bogatyr. 

Admiral Alexieff reported, April 22, that while some 
steam launches were placing mines at Port Arthur one of 
the mines exploded prematurely beneath the stern of one 
*. — launches. A lieutenant and twenty men were 

illed. 

The Russians report that the Japanese have a total force 
of 100,000 men along the Yalu divided into armies com- 
manded by Generals Kuroki and Oku, each composed of 
three divisions and three reserve brigades. _ - 

The Russian forces under the command of General 
Kuropatkin are not supposed to exceed 250,000 men, 
with not more than one-half that number in the field 
army which has to guard a large extent of territory 
against attack, General Kuropatkin having perhaps 80,- 
000 under his direct command. 

The Russian rapid-fire field gun is of 3-in.-caliber, and 
replaced a 4.2-in. gun given up in 1900. The gun weighs 
865 Ibs. and fires shrapnels weighing 14% Ibs., contain- 
ing 260 bullets weighing 43 per cent. of the total. The 
muzzle energy attained is nearly 50 per cent. more than 
that of the German guns, a little greater than the French 
guns, and very considerably exceeds the British 3-in. 
gun. The muzzle energy is 275 ft. tons. The range for 
shrapnel is about 6,000 yards. A combination time and 
percussion fuse of aluminum is provided. The upper 
part of the carriage, which recoils with the gun, is 
checked by means of a hydraulic rake and a column of 
rubber buffers separated by steel washers, the whole be- 
ing assembled on a long spindle on the main or lower 
carriage, which is provided further with a rigid trail- 
spade. The rapidity of fire is between 15 and 20 shots 
per minute. The total weight with carriage and limber 
is 4,153 Ibs. The new weapon is to fire a 13% Ib. shot. 
The new British field gun will ve an 18%-pounder. The 
new French field gun fires a 15% Ib. shell of shrapnel 
and melanite type. Italy uses a 14%-pounder, and the 
Swiss troops a 15-pounder. 

Leslie’s Weekly publishes a letter on the naval battle 
at Port Arthur, February 8, written by Arthur D. 
Ostrander, chief engfheer on the steamship Pleiades, 
who was an eye witness of the engagement, and whose 
account of it, is in some respects, the best that has 
appeared anywhere. Mr. Ostrander, who was a volun- 
teer engineer officer in the United States Navy during 
the Spanish War, accompanies his letter with ah 
elaborate chart, snowing the positions and maneuvers 
of the ships engaged in the battle, which proves that 
the Japanese attack was one of the most daring exploits 
in modern naval warfare. The audacity of it was so 
amazing that there has been a disposition in some quar- 
ters to doubt the truthfulness of Mr. Ostrander’s account 
of it. To prove its substantial accuracy and to give 
some notion of Japanese naval methods, we are 
permitted to publish the following extract from a private 
letter written from Hong Kong by a naval officer 
familiar with the facts. He says: “The Russian 
fleet was anchored outside of the harbor in two 
lines—cruisers in the outer line and _ battleships 
in the inner. The division of Japanese _ torpedo- 
boats came in from the north with lights showing, 
as if in ordinary cruising work. When hailed, they 
answered in perfect Russian, giving the names of the 
Russian torpedo boats then on patrol] duty. They stood 
on as if to enter the harbor, and at the proper point 
turned the head of their column to the right, and, pas- 
sing between the two columns of Russian ships, picked 
out their particular ships and went for them. Under 
such conditions it was simply target practice for the 
Japanese.” Ordinarily it meant destruction, but the 
very boldness of the attack, plus the carelessness of the 
Russians, made it brilliantly successful. 

The tactical ideas still prevailing in the Russian army 
were shown in a lecture given in Berlin last November 
by Major Baron von Tettau, who witnessed the maneu- 
vering, under General Dragomiroff in the Kieff district, 
of the greater part of the infantry and artillery of five 
army corps and four and a half divisions of cavalry. As 
described in the Army and Navy Gazette, the infantry 
attack was of that boldly offensive type advocated by 
Dragomiroff: “Shoot slowly, but weil, and be ready with 
the bayonet.” There was evidence of a strong spirit of 
the offensive, and the firing line, firing little and making 
a few short pauses, rushed forward to the bayonet attack, 
leaving its supports far behind, and the reserves in 
masses much in the rear. Similarly, the cavalry had 
been taught to depend upon the arme blanche, and to fol- 
low their leaders in “silent” exercises, without words of 
command, charging down upon the enemy at the gallop. 
It is easy to conceive that such tactics might bring about 
disaster. Baron von Tettau does not give a very favor- 
able account of the cavalry horses, and the Cossacks, he 
said, were losing their special characteristics and were 
badly mounted. The artillery horses also left much to 
be desired, and it would appear that the most recent 
ideas concerning the handling of batteries in action had 
not penetrated the Russian army. 


ORDNANCE AND ENGINEERING DUTY. 


The following is the official report of the special board 
consisting of Rear Admirals H. C. Taylor, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation; C. W. Rae, Chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, and G. A. Converse, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, which has been approved by Sec- 
retary Moody, on the question of training officers of the 
Navy for ordnance and engineering duty: 

“Washington, D.C., April 20, 1904. 

“Sir: In pursuance of conversations with you by the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, the Chief of Bureau 
of Steam Engineering and the Chief of Bureau of Ord- 
nance, concerning a future lack of officers trained in 
those parts of ordnance which relate to the manufacture 
of powder, the quality of gun metal and all problems of 
the manufacture and supply of ordnance material, and 
of the design of engines and boilers and other machinery 
in use on board our men-of-war, we have consulted to- 
gether and discussed the subject, with the result that we 
now submit the following report. 

“We find that the demands for scientific expertness, 
in matters that concern the supply of ordnance material, 
grow more imperative as time goes on. The manufac 
ture of smokeless powder requires a knowledge of prac- 
tical and scientific chemistry; the inspection of steel for 
our guns and armor calls for expertness in metallurgy, 
and the problems constantly presenting themselves, re- 
lating to sights for guns,-their mounts and the peculiari- 
ties for their action, in turrets and elsewhere, necessi- 
tates an intimate knowledge of mathematical and me- 
chanical principles that can be acquired only by periods 
of practice and special study. 

“The same is true in everything relating to the design, 





ins: ion, construction and handli of the nes, 
boilers and other machinery con with the e r- 
ing department of our vessels. . 

“We recommend, therefore, that four midshi , who 
have completed their two years at sea, shall ordered 
each year to instruction in ordnance for one year, and 
four midshipmen shall be ordered for similar duty under 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering, for the same period. 
Following this year of instruction, these midshipmen 
shall have the customary cruise of two or three years in 
length; they shall then serve two years more under in- 
struction in ordnance and in steam engineering and 
thereafter, following each cruise, shall have not less than 
two years’ detail in ordnance and engineering work. 

“So far as practicable these officers shall be selected 
from midshipmen who are likely to prove proficient in 
these branches of the Service, and shall be taken, as a 
rule, from different portions of each class, so that they 
shall not all be from the upper or from the lower part 

“To provide for present needs, and until these officers 
to be annually detailed shall be available, we respect- 
fully recommend that orders be issued as soon as prac- 
ticable for eight (8) officers of the rank of junior lieu- 
tenant and ensign to report to the Chief of Bureau of 
Ordnance, and a like number of officers of the same rank 
to report to the Chief of Bureau of Steam Engineering.’ 





PROTEST AGAINST SUBMARINE WAR. 


TO THE EprITor OF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Apropos of the agitation of the question of abolishing 
the use in modern warfare of mines and torpedoes sug- 
gested by the article on the subject in the issue of April 
23, the following considerations force themselves upon 
the mind of the casual observer as he views the subject 
from a distant and what to him seems a fair standpoint. 

If in the defense of harbors the use of explosives 
launched at an enemy from a source above the surface 
of: the water be forbidden by international agreement— 
why should their use below that surface ever be sanc- 
tioned? Surely if we can rely upon the news from the 
Far East we have rather convincing evidence that the 
use of the latter is productive of quite as serious loss to 
the enemy as one could reasonably hope to attain by the 
use of the former. 

Asa matter of justice does it seem fair for either of 
the participants to employ means to destroy the other 
when that means consists in the underhanded employ- 
ment of infernal machines operated by agents at a dis- 
tance and out of reach of the other where no opportunity 
is given to strike a blow at the actual operator? There 
seems to be no comparison between this practice and the 
employment of an ambush. ‘There is no risk to the 
author of the enterprise if due care be taken, while in 
an ambush he takes his life into his hands and gives the 
enemy a chance to strike back. It may be the tendency 
of military science to make the instruments of war as 
deadly as possible in order to discourage it, but as we 
have conferences to suppress the use of explosives 
dropped from balloons and of mushroom projectiles, etc., 
it seems to be the function of the science of humanity to 
suppress the use of instruments which cause such an 
enormous and unnecessary loss of life, to reduce these 
barbaric practices to a minimum, and to alleviate some 
of the sufferings attendant upon the resort to this drastic 
method of settling international disputes. We no longer 
believe in the old adage that “all is fair in war.” t 
everything be done in accordance with a spirit of justice 
and humanity; let it be done on the surface, and may the 
best man win. A Capnr. 


BATTLESHIPS AND TORPEDOBRS. 


TO THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

With the advent and effective development of the tor- 
pedo and the submarine boat, the conditions of naval 
warfare must undergo a radical change. The present 
system puts too many eggs in one basket. When a 
battleship costing from $5,000,000 to $8,000,000, and 
carrying the equivalent of two battalions of Infantry 
as its fighting complement, can be destroyed and sunk 
in a moment, it is time to question whether this line of 
development has not passed its limit. 

It has long been realized that it is not — to pro- 
tect every part of a ship with armor which can resist 
modern ordnance. The effort now is confined to the 
protection of the vital parts. The weight of the armor 
required for this purpose only is so great that speed 
and stability must be sacrificed to secure it, and the ship, 
even with all its ingenious contrivances of watertight 
compartments, is still as weak as its weakest part, and, 
when it is struck there, must go down with all on board. 

As the mailed knight and horse vanished from the 
scene as soon as gunpowder became available for pierc- 
ing their armor, and the armor was east aside as hence- 
forth of so little use that its value for protection was 
not to be counted in comparison with its interference 
with the free movement of the fighting man who could 
no longer derive any adequate benefit from the encum- 
brance; so the armored ship may pass away, and give 
place to a multitude of small and light fighting units, 
which in a sea battle can maneuver and strike in a 
manner akin to that in which armies meet and grapple 
upon the land. 

Such warships carrying one or more guns of good size 
and a number of smaller q.f. guns and with a speed 
of thirty knots, could, in action, run around a battle- 
ship, delivering fire and retiring, being by their mobility 
and smaller size difficult to hit, while a well directed. 
shot from their principal gun might do quite as much 
damage to the larger vessel as a shot that came from a 
battleship, and a torpedo launched from one in its swift 
course might sink the battleship with all on board. 

Dignity and impressiveness give place in war to cele- 
rity of movement and effectiveness. The battleship may, 
remain as the heavy artillery of the sea, and as a floating 
citadel and rallying point for the smaller vessels, but it 
is questionable whether even in contests with fortifica- 
tions on the shore it has sufficient advantage over the 
armored cruiser to compensate for its unwieldiness and 
its greater cost. 

Doubtless big ships will still have their uses. But the 
day of exclusive reliance upon them 1s Ry A 
multitude of small, light, swift ships, drilled to act in 
concert like the forces of an army upon the land, com-. 
manded by officers of pluck and skill and indiv 
initiative, will fight the sea battles of the future. e 
fighting units will be smaller, and although the f as 
a whole will be exposed to risk of an overwhelming 
catastrophe, the risk to each unit by itself will be in- 
creased. And this very risk will call forth the highest 
courage and most generous om of those who man 
the vessels, miuM G. WILson.

The Navy Department has decided that hospital ap- 
prentices in the Navy come within the provisions of Ar- 
ticle 1166 of the Articles for the Government of the Na- 
vy, and cannot accept bequests of patients who have been 
under their care. ‘The case arose in connection with the 
will of the late Commissary Steward Edward Lewis, who 
left to two hospital apprentices small sums of money. 
The Department decides that they cannot accept the he- 
quests, ° 

At a meeting of the Board on Construction on May 
+ Rear Admiral W. L. Capps, Chief Constiuctor of the 
Navy, was requested to draw up the bills of requirements 
for the new battleship and the new armored cruiser au- 
thorized by Congress. This will no doubt take some time. 
The opinion now held by the members of the board is 
that the external features of these new ships will closely 
resemble the latesi types of their respective classes now 
building. It is probable there will be a notable differ- 
ence in the arrangement of the guns. 

Brig. Gen, George F. Elliott, commandant of the Ma- 
rine Corps, accompanied by his aide, Capt. Frank FE. 
Evans, has gone to New Orleans and Pensacola on an 
inspection trip. They will look over the work in progress 
at those points on the marine barracks and are expected 
in Washington again next week. In the absence of the 
commandant Col. George C. Reid is acting. Col. Frank 
L. Denny, quartermaster of the Marine Corps, has re- 
turned to marine headquarters from an inspection trip 
to New York, 

A board of Navy officers is to be designated forthwith 
for the physical examination of candidates for admission 
to the Naval Academy. For the benefit of candidates 
who have come from a distance for examinations, the 
physical examinations will be begun in a few days, Can- 
didates for the fourth class will not be received until 
June 10. The new medical board will soon convene in 
Washington. 

At the Navy Department there is considerable uncer- 
tainty as to the proper reward for the enlisted men who 
rendered such brave service at the time of the Missouri 
accident on April 13. Many officers believe that the ap- 
propriate reward for such bravery as that displayed by 
Acting Gunner Cox, Gunner’s Mate Monsen and others, 
should be not only the bestowal of a medal of honor, but 
the granting of extra pay during the period of service, 
instead of limiting it to extra pay following promotion. 

Rear Admiral Barker, commander-in-chief of the 
North Atlantic fleet, has advised the Navy Department 
by telegraph of the departure from Pensacola on May 1 
of the Missouri for Newport News, where she will be 
docked and repaired at the place of her building. 

The Navy Department has suddenly decided to attach 
the Buffalo to the Pacific station, and on her arrival at 
Singapore last week cable orders were found directing her 
to proceed to San Francisco instead of to New York. It 
will be recalled that the Buffalo was detailed for convoy 
duty with the torpedo flotilla which so successfully made 
the long voyage from San Juan to Cavite, reaching the 
latter place in good condition and ready to return to the 
United States without any lengthy detention at Cavite for 
repairs. It is likely the Buffalo will be assigned to duty 
as a station ship. 

Upon the arrival of the battleship Kentucky at New 
York it will be decided what repairs upon her are neces- 
sary. It is not believed that it will be necessary to place 
her out of commission. 

It has been decided to bring the U.S8.S. transport 
Dixie, now at Guantanamo with 350 marines, northwayl 
in a short time to League Island, New York, and other 
points where the marine guard needs to be in 

A telegram received from Rear Admiral Barker May 4 
announced that the Missouri would complete her target 
practice in two days, leave her damaged ammunition at 
Pensacola and proceed to Newport News for repairs. 

The Judge Advocate General of the Navy has held, 
and the Secretary of the Navy has approved, that the 
provision in the Naval Appropriation act which allows “as 
many warrant machinists as the President may from 
time to time deem necessary to appoint, not to exceed 
twenty in any one year,”' may immediately carried 
into effect, provided there are funds available from which 
such warrant machinists as are appointed, may be paid, 
and that the same principle is applicable to the promo- 
tion of boatswains, gunners and carpenters, after the 
competition of six years’ service from date of warrant. 
Five of the twenty vacancies in the grade of warrant 
machinist created have accordingly been filled from 
the list of eligibles on file at the Bureau of Navigation. 
The five men appointed to be warrant machinists are 
the following: George 8S. Bingham, chief machinist, 
Chauncey; William T. Robinson, chief machinist, San- 
tee: James L. McCormick, chief machinist, Des Moines;

edge of the four Russian and two German ships al 
in some quarters to be projected. The numbers act 
under construction are again given as: Great 
eight; Russia, nine; Germany, eight; United 
thirteen. In this connection, Mr. Edmund Robertson, M. 
P., contributes an article to the Nineteenth Century, in 
which he argues that the two-Power standard has been 
exceeded by Great Britain. To this article Lieut. Carl- 
yon Bellairs has retorted in a letter to the Times by giv- 
ing recent foreign tabulations of relative strength in bat- 
tleships. These tabulations, culled from the best sources, 
indicate that British numerical superiority in modern

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., May 4, 1904. 

Candidates for the Naval Academy who successfully 
passed their mental examinations for admission will not 
tuke their physical examinations immediately as a mat- 
ter of course, as in former years, but only those will be 
examined physically who obtain the special permission 
of the Superintendent of the Academy. In case the physi- 
cal requirements are met the candidates will in no case 
be taken into the Academy until June 10. The reason for 
this change of method is that the Academy authorities 
do not wish to have members of a new class on their 
hands until the end of the present scholastic year and 
the beginning of a new one.

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ON THE MAKING OF GENERALS. 


The New York Sun recently published a letter signed 
“N. Coleman, Soldiers’ Home, Napa, Cal.,” severely 
protesting against the general praise bestowed upon the 
graduates of the United States Military Academy and de- 
claring that a study of the history of the Civil War 
would show that such praise was not deserved. Mr. 
Coleman declared that McDowell blundered at Bull Run, 
that Rosecrans and his army got lost in the woods at 
at Chickamauga, that McClellan failed at Antietam un- 
der conditions that any of: Napoleon’s marshals would 
have turned into a decisive victory, and that Meade so 
mishandled his army at Gettysburg that a large portion 
of it could not be taken into action. “Anyone who 
served during our domestic disturbance,” says Mr. Cole- 
man in conclusion, “must acknowledge that most of the 
West Pointers on both sides were too fond of unneces- 
sarily and clumsily assaulting fortified positions, and that 
all of them, except possibly Sheridan and Hazen, were 
continually wasting ammunition in long range Artillery 
firing, as if, like the Chinese tom-tom beaters, they im- 
agined that noise won battles. ‘The history of the world 
proves that Generals are born, not made, and in all 
probability the West Pointers who in the Civil War 
showed fitness for high command would have been just as 
efficient, if instead of having graduated from a military 
institution, they had graduated from one devoted to the 
study of medicine. The Academy on the Hudson has 
given us thousands of brave, good looking officers, but 
not one of them for soldierly ability and knowledge of the 
art of war has come within hailing distance of Oliver 
Cromwell, who graduated from an English brewery.” 

This has called forth a reply from someone signing 
himself “Graduate,” who says: ‘No one has ever claimed 
that every West Point graduate can be made into a 
great General, or that no great General can be developed 
outside of West Point. Such a claim would be too 
absurd for discussion. But we do claim that the average 
West Pointer will make a far better general than the 
average civilian and that if one is seeking a General, 
the chances of finding him among the West Point gradu- 
ates will be far greater than of finding him somewhere 
umong the aspirants from civil life. In 1864-65 we had 
pretty well eliminated political influence and the general 
officers of that period comprised those whose natural 
ability and proved efficiency had brought them to _the 
front. Who were they”? “Graduate” cites the following: 
Generals* Meade, Humphreys, Warren, Wright, Parke, 
McPherson, Weitzel of the Corps of Engineers; Generals 
Grant, Sherman, Sheridan, Hancock, Merritt, Ord, Gib- 
bon, Thomas, Schofield, Howard, Stanley, Hooker, 
Stoneman and Slocum from the other arms of the Ser- 
vice. Of non-graduates the writer names J. M. Palmer, 
Jeff C. Davis, John A. Logan, G. M. Dodge and F. P. 
Blair. The “Graduate” further says: - 

“In the foregoing list we find graduates in command 
of all of the armies and all of the corps, except the 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Seventeeth Corps. 
One cannot but notice the preponderance of Engineer 
officers in high command. In addition to those enum- 
erated above were: McClellan, Halleck, Franklin, Rose- 
crans, Pope, Foster, W. F. Smith, Gillmore, J. H. Wil- 
son and Meigs. All these were Engineer oflicers. 

“I hold that the foregoing facts prove not only that 
West Pointers, as a rule, will make better generals than 
civilians, but that among the West Pointers themselves, 
those who graduate high in their classes, as a rule, 
will make better generals than those who graduate low. 

“West Point is recognized by all foreign nations as 
the first military school in the world. Its graduates for 
more than a century have upheld its standards and been 
true to its traditions, not only on the bloody fields of 
the Civil War, but also in Mexico, Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Phiuppines and China. i 

“When a Southern Congressman, after the termination 
of the Civil War, introduced a bill providing for the 
abandonment of the Military Academy and the sale at 
public auction of the building and grounds, a fellow 
Congressman said: ‘Mr. Speaker, I believe that there is 
but one man who, prior to this day, tried to sell West 
Point, and, thank God! he failed. His name was Bene- 
dict Arnold.’ Nothing was heard after this of the pro- 
posed bill, and it is my belief that the Military Academy 
will stand as long as the Republic endures.” 

Referring to the same subject, a communication pub- 
lished in the Sun of May 4, contains the following para- 
graph: “As a Southerner, may I ask why ‘Graduate,’ 
in his admirable communication from West Point in to- 
day’s Sun only names the brave and brilliant officers 
of the Union side in our Civil War? Why not name 
Tee, Jackson, Johnson and scores of others of the Con- 
federate side? Not in the Army only, but in the Navy 
also—all graduates of West Point or Annapolis.” 

It will be observed that the comparison is not between 
graduates and non-graduates in the Army, but between 





graduates and men appointed directly from civil life 
without Army training.

PRECAUTIONS FOR SMOKELESS POWDER. 


CIR. 16, APRIL 18, 194, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The following is published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

The retest of lots of smokeless powders that have been 
in store for a year or more has shown a slight change 
in their ballistic qualities and in consequence new 
charges have been established, for all lots retested, to 
give the standard velocities. 

When lots have not been retested, the instructions con- 
tained in G.O., No. 77, of 1903, will be followed. 

These charges and velocities, together with other in- 
formation relating to the test, are given in Table IL, 
which we omit. 

The charges on hand to be used in target practice, 
when greater than those here given, will be reduced; 
when less they will be used without change, the cor- 
responding velocity being computed from tne formula. 

For a given weight of charge the velocity increases 
slightly with the temperature of the powder at the .a- 
stant of firing, and for a given increase of temperature 
this increase in velocity varies with the initial velocity. 

For all lots powder tested recently the charges have 
been adjusted to give the prescribed velocities when fired 
at the standard temperature of 70 degrees. In the earlier 
tests only the temperature of the air was recorded, and 
for these lots but slight error will result from taking 
this as the temperature of the powder. * * * 

A table giving corrections for temperature is given in 
the order, which we omit. 

The conditions for each shot should be as uniform as 
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racticable. To secure this for the first shot, the bore, 
neludi the wder chamber, should be thoroughly 
cleaned before ng. The presence of the lubricant used 
for protection in the bore of the gun results in a ma- 
terial reduction in the velocity. 

The percentage of moisture and solvent in powder has 
a marked effect upon the velocity, and any exposure 
which would tend to change the percentage present 
should be avoided. 

Smokeless powder should not be exposed to the direct 
rays of the sun. 

The changes directed herein should be made in those 
charges only that are to be used in firing and only im- 
mediately before the firing takes place. 

The weight marked on a charge or a section of a charge 
of smokeless powaer as issued is the weight of the 
smokeless powder only. It does not include the weight 
of the igniting powder or of the bag. 

Any loose powder resulting from reductions directed 
herein will be disposed of as directed in Cir. No. 12, dated 
War Department, Washington, Sept. 28, 1903. 

Ordnance officers at seacoast fortifications will, upon 
the receipt of this order, ship to the commanding officer, 
Sandy Hook Proving Ground, N.J., charges of powder 
on hand, if any, marked “Lot 1, 1900, 12-inch Rifle, Du- 
pont’s,” and submit requisitions for charges to replace 
them. We omit the tables giving the tests of smokeless 
powders, and the formula referred to.

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NAVAL ACADEMY DISCIPLINE. 


On the last day of the session of Congress which closed 
on April 28, an unsuccessful attempt was made in the 
House to pass H.R. 12273, granting authority to the 
President, in his discretion, to appoint to the naval ser- 
vice the three midshipmen of the first class who were 
dismissed from the Naval Academy last November, for 
hazing. Mr. Lacey made a plea on their behalf, on the 
ground that permanent dismissal was too severe a pun- 
ishment for the offense of which they were convicted. 
By the amendment of the law relating to hazing two 
years ago, Mr. Lacey said, it was modified in such a way 
that anyone dismissed for hazing should not be restored 
in any branch of the military or naval service for two 
years after the graduation of his class. The intention 
of that was to put the boys back in rank for two years. 
At West Point that can be done now. They can be put 
back two years and then restored to the Army. The 
way the law was drawn, however, it absolutely barred a 
boy in the Navy from ever getting back, because he never 
could graduate afterwards, as he never could be appointed 
back to the Naval Academy. Thus they were barred 
from the Navy forever. This was a more severe punish- 
ment than Congress intended, but by inadvertence—by 
applying the West Point law to the Naval Academy— 
the boys have been placed in a position where, except 
by some measure of this kind, they can never be restored 
to the Navy. ; - 

Mr. Adams opposed the bill, saying that it involved a 
larger question than the mere reinstatement of these 
boys. In response to public feeling a bill was passed for 
the suppression of hazing. To enforce it it was enacted 
that if any cadet in either school was found guilty and 
expelled, he should not be eligible to reinstatement. To 
the Board of Visitors representing the House at Annapo- 
lis last year, in a conversation with the commandant of 
the naval school, he said: “I can put down hazing in 
that institution if Congress does not go back on me.” 
The question was one of maintaining the honor and dis- 
cipline of the Army and Navy. Mr. Clark agreed with 
this view, saying that while he felt sorry for the boys 
he knew that the passage of the bill would mean that 
Captain Brownson in his laudable endeavor is condemned 
by the American Congress. If this bill passes, no com- 
mandant of the Naval Academy and no commandant of 
the Military Academy can prevent hazing hereafter and 
the old hazing methods will be revived. It will be taken 
as an indication that hereafter Congress will sit as a 
sort of board for the relief of cadets expelled from the 
Military and Naval Academies.

“March 12.—Minneapolis at Guantanamo Bay, Yan- 
kee bound for Santo Domingo; kept in touch 75 miles. 
Weather fair, calm to light breezes. 

“March 29.—Minneapolis at Guantanamo Bay, Olym- 
pia bound for Pensacola around eastern end of ¢ uba; 
communicated very distinctly for 65 miles, Weather 
fair, light breezes. 

“March 30.—Minneapolis at Guantanamo Bay, Colum- 
bia bound for New York around eastern end of Cuba; 
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os in touch 60 miles. Weather fair, light variable 
winds. 

“The only marked instance of high land interference 
with the wireless telegraphy occurred on Jan. 25, the 
Yankee being at Kingston, Jamaica, the Minneapolis 
bound for Santo Domingo; lost touch 27 miles. From an 
examination of the chart land about 2,000 feet inter- 
vened. At this time weather fair, light to moderate 
breeze from east.

GOOD ENGINEERING WORK IN THE NAVY. 

The letter which follows shows what excellent work is 
being done in the engineering department of the Navy by 
graduates of the Naval Academy who did not belong to 
the old Engineer Corps. Lieutenant Chester, who is a 
graduate of 1894, in his report dated March 10. stated 
that the speed attained could, “as far as the fires were 
concerned, have been maintained for hours”: 

“Navy Department, Washington, March 29, 1904. 

“Sir: Referring to your report of March 10, 1904, of 
the forced draught speed trial of the Arkansas, which 
took place on the 7th instant, after five days and twenty- 
two hours continuous steaming under all boilers, the 
Department notes with pleasure the endorsement of the 
commanding officer of the Arkansas on your report, as 
follows: 

“*The combined indicated horse power of the main en- 
gines on the 2-hour official acceptance trial, Aug. 7, 1902, 
was 1,717.4. The speed on the official trial was 12.08 
knots; that obtained on the 7th inst. was 13.5 knots. 
Only a small fraction of this increase can justly be at- 
tributed to the difference of the mean draft marks on 
the two occasions—12 feet 7 inches and 11 feet 8 inches, 
respectively. 

“It seems to me that the latter performance reflects 
credit on the officer in charge of the department and all 
others connected with it. Lieutenant Chester must have 
succeeded in imbuing his under-associates with his own 
spirit of professional enthusiasm.’ 

“The Department is glad to express its appreciation 
and commendation of your zealous and attentive per- 
formance of duty in charge of the engineer department 
of the Arkansas.

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NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


In announcing to the Senate on April 25 the complete 
agreement on the Naval Appropriation bill, Senator Hale 
stated that the amendment empowering the President to 
appoint a board of three persons to select a site for the 
proposed naval training station on the Great Lakes in- 
dicated that the new board would not be composed of 
naval ofticers, but of civilians, alt ough the word “civil- 
ians” was not used. He added that the President might, 
however, appoint a board consisting of a civilian, an 
engineer oflicer and a naval officer. ‘The measure,” 
Senator Hale continued, “is subject to the approval of the 
President. Undoubtedly the commission will be composed 
partly of civilians, but instead of being brought here for 
another controversy it is left to the President. Congress 
is not a very good place to settle sites. Speaking of bat- 
tleships, Mr. Hale said: 

I may say that if I was Secretary of the Navy, in 
the present conditions I should not dare to go on and 
commit the Government to the building of another im- 
mense battleship costing $8,000,000. The lessons of the 
war between Russia and Japan thus far go to show the 
vulnerability, the unsafety of these immense, lofty bat- 
tleships and the undesirability at present of committing 
ourselves to the further construction of them. The 
salient events of the war show how incomplete as an 
engine of war one of these enormous, high-turreted bat- 
tleships is. If she is struck below the waterline and the 
center of gravity is disturbed, she turns over like a turtle 
and everybody on board her is drowned.” 

“Other structures may be hurt, may be splintered, may 
be damaged, but they keep fighting on. But if an explosion 
takes place from hurried firing in a turret, it is more 
than likely to communicate to the magazine, and the 
whole ship, with everybody on board, is blown into the 
air. Aside from the occurrences in the East, where 
Russian battleships, one after the other, have been dis- 
abled and put out of service, we have had three im- 
portant calamitous accidents on our battleships within 
the last year—the Iowa, the Massachusetts, and later the 
Missouri. It was only the breadth of a hand that pre-

vented the entire battleship Missouri, the latest of our 
ne and the best upon that design, being enti 
destroyed. If the magazine had been communicated wi 
by the fire, or the explosion, the whole ship would have 
gone. Just such an accident as that is likely to occur 
in any turret at any time during any battle.” 

Senator Stewart expressed the hope that the pro 
battleship might not be built. “I have suggested several 
times,” said he, “that I believed that these battleships, 
so far as warfare is concerned, would soon be found to 
be an engine of the past. I do not believe they are up- 
to-date. They may be good for a battle at sea, but they 
will be superseded by submarine boats and other sub- 
marine devices to be employed near the land. I repeat, 
they will be of no use, except for a battle at sea, if such 
a battle shall ever occur. For battles about I 
do not think they are going to be used. I believe the

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old monitors and ships of that style for the defense of 
ports were better than these expensive battleships.” 

Replying to Mr. Stewart, Senator Hale said: 

“In some remarks which I submitted when this bill was 
under consideration in the Senate 1 stated the history 
of the double superimposed turrets. It shows the fallacy 
of trusting entirely to a board of officers. ‘There ought 
to be a larger introduction of the discretion of the Sec- 
retary of the Navy in these matters, rather than that of 
the board. The Kearsarge and Kentucky were built 
not only with the lofty turrets which other turreted ves- 
sels have, but with the additional turret for small guns 
on top, making them still more top-heavy and more 
‘liable, to use the phrase which they have now adopted 
in the Navy, of ‘turning turtle,’ than if they had but one 
revolving turret. At that time the board declared that 
that was the typical vessel which ought to be built for 
the future. But the board changed its mind the next 
year, and we have had, most fortunately in my judg- 
ment, no more ships built, and none are contemplated of 
this still greater height than the ordinary turret—the 
upper revolving turret. I hope the Secretary will ex- 
ercise large and administrative caution, prudence and 
restraint before any more money is spent upon another 
of these great battleships. I hope he will himself ex- 
ercise that prudence and that discretion. He is the rep- 
resentative of the Government in the Department, and 
in large questions he should decide; and he, better than 
any board of mere naval officers, who want to keep push- 
ing the building of these large vessels, can decide whether 
it is wise to go on and to commit the Government to 
the erection of another one of these unsafe vessels.” 

Senator McComas asked whether the danger to battle- 
ships from submarines was not as great with respect to 
heavily armored cruisers, and Mr. Hale replied: ‘No, 
it is not. The Senator has seen the two classes of ships 
and knows the difference between them. The center of 
gravity of the armored cruiser is not so likely to be dis- 
turbed by a shot or an accident or an explosion as is 
that of the battleship. I think it likely that we may have 
gone to the extent of building the cruisers too large; but 
I think that in the future the formidable fleet will be 
the smaller vessels with the smaller guns. Pretty much 
all the damage that has been inflicted in naval warfare 
has been under this late management and development 
of the fleets by the 8-inch guns. I do not pretend to be an 
expert, but from long study and.contemplation I have 
certain views about these things, and IT should not put a 
gun larger than a 10-inch gun in any ship. L should 
think twice—yes, three times—before building the great, 
high-turreted battleships that a single shot or a single 
accident will put out of service.” 

Senator Gorman explained that when he sought to 
curtail the naval appropriation, he had in mind the pre- 
diction of Ericsson, that the time would speedily come 
when those great ironclads would become obsolete and 
when torpedo boats and submarine mines would sup- 
plant them.” Mr. Gorman added: “But the officers of 
the Navy have been so restless about this matter and so 
determined not to have any restraint put upon them 
that I have felt during this very session that there was 
an unwise and impolitic encroachment on the part of the 
Secretary of the Navy himself, who, when the suggestion 
was made for reduction of this amount so as to afford 
time to enable the Department to ascertain what was the 
best policy to pursue, has criticised Senators and Repre- 
sentatives who had been advocating that idea and pub- 
lished them all over the world as being opposed to a 
navy.”

An- 
swer: Neither A nor B are correct, as no enlistments 
are ever made on Sundays. 

J. V. M. asks: Is it possible for a corporal having all 
other qualifications to be examined for post quarter- 
master sergeant? Answer: No, he must first become a 
sergeant. 

S asks: A man getting his discharge by purchase at 
a cost of $120, and his transportation is $60. What will 
it cost him cash $60 or $180? Answer: It will cost him 
$120 with the amount of his travel pay added. 

J. B. 8S. asks: If the term of midshipmen is changed 
from six to four years, is it probable that the age limit 
for entering the Naval Academy will be changed also? 
Answer: It is not probable. 

H. B. asks: In passing in review what is the position 
of the regiment sergeant major?

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


General Kitchener’s assumption of the command of 
the British forces in India has already opened the way 
for important military reforms. He has issued an or- 
der, based on a thorough inspection of the garrisons 
throughout India, declaring that an entirely new system 
of training must be adopted, that the methods now in 
yogue are obsolete, and that even assuming that thé 
army in India is not likely to be called upon for warlike 
operations, it must be completely overhauled and adjusted 
to changed conditions. British army officers have re- 
peatedly declared that the Indian army contained a vast 
amount of dead wood, that its organization was cumber- 
some and its administrative system grossly inadequate, 
and the vigorous policy proposed by General Kitchener 
indicates that this opinion is well-founded. 

Colonel Renaud, of the French army, is reported to 
have made great progress with dirigible aerostats at the 
(‘halais-Meudon ballooning establishment. 

Some of the old soldiers in the French army are dis- 
turbed by the attempts to improve the condition of the 
enlisted men by providing games and libraries for them 
and organizing fetes to make the recruits more contented 
with their new conditions. It is contended that the rela- 
tions between officers and men should be limited to ofh- 
cial duty. 

A correspondent in the British Mediterranean fleet, 

iting from Malta, says: ““Torpedo-tubes, like guns, have 
now become quick-firing, two or three ships having re- 
cently fired four rounds from one submerged tube in less 
than a minute and three-quarters.” 

Henceforth Imperial officers in Canada will rank with 
officers of Canadian militia and in‘time of war the sen- 
ior in the two services will command. 

Though everything is now at peace in South Africa, it 
is believed that the Boers still have hopes of recovering 
what they have lost. 

Che annual report of the British army for 1902 shows 
that the rate of desertion stood in 1902 at a higher figure 
than at any period during the last ten years, the pro- 


portion of desertions among men of over two years’ ser- 
vice, which, up to 1898, was less than in the case of 
those of from one to two years’ service, is how much 
greater in a marked and significant degree. On the other 
hand, the courts-martial, crimes and punishments, have 
fallen from 7 per cent. of the average strength in 1894 
and 1895, and 6 per cent. in 1896-98, to 5 per cent. in 
the nine months of 1903. 

Mr. Arnold-Forster said in the House of Commons on 
April 14 that nothing would be more congenial to the 
British Army than to hand over the control of strictly 
naval ports to the Navy. 

It is stated that notwithstanding the disaster to the 
British submarine Al, so popular is the submarine ser- 
vice that the names of no fewer than 200 officers are on 
the Admiralty list of applicants for employment in this 
branch. 

The British Army Council has approved of the insti- 
tution of a military monthly publication to be called 
“The Army Journal of the British Empire,” to which 
we referred some time ago. It is intended to deal with 
subjects of a professional and scientific nature, to en- 
courage the study of military science and history, to cir- 
culate information on military matters, and to promote 
as far as possible a knowledge of the principles of im- 
perial defence amongst all ranks and all arms of the 
military forces of the Crown. Officers and soldiers of 
all services on the active, reserve or retired list of the 
military forces of the British Crown wherever located are 
invited to submit articles for publication in the journal. 
No payment will be made for accepted articles, but prizes 
will be awarded for articles and essays on special sub- 
jects. It is stipulated that criticism of official measures 
or regulations, matters of discipline and other kindred 
subjects, are not within the scope of the journal, nor can 
contributions of a personal nature be accepted. 

A reward is offered by the Imperial Academy of Sci- 
ences oi Russia for rescuing or giving information con- 
cerning the Russiau Polar Expedition, under Baron Ba 
ward Toll, of which nothing has been heard for two 
years. Baron Toll’s party, which left Bennett Island, 
lying north of New Siberia, on Oct. 26 (Nov. 8), 1902, 
taking a southern direction, seems to have been carried 
away by the ice, as the searches heretofore have been in 
vain. 

The Engineer reports a revolutionary change in the 
warrior class of British cruisers. The ten 6-inch guns 
mounted in the main deck battery, 14 feet above the 
water line, all disappear, and their places will be taken 
by four 7.5-inch ones, which, however, will be mounted 
on the upper deck between the amidship 9.2-inch turrets. 
This gives a height of some 22 feet above the waterline. 
And this, in turn, entails increased command, range, 
and ability to fight in all weathers. This results in heavy 
rolling. The French, however, place the guns in their 
latest vessels 28 feet or so above the water. 

The British Admiralty has decided, after a very ex- 
tended series of trials, to adopt for naval requirements a 
new quick-firing gun. This will fire a projectile weigh- 
ing 3 lbs. It is much more powerful than that firing a 
similar projectile already in use, and is the design of 
Vickers, Sons, and Maxim. The cartridge will be 
charged with modified cordite, while the gun, which is 
capable of exceptionally rapid aim fire, will be fitted with 
automatic sights. 

The battalions of mounted infantry in the British 
army will not be included in the cavalry brigades or 
army corps organization, but each will be maintained as 
a skeleton for a larger organization should an increase of 
the force be desired. This will make it possible to raise 
and equip 8,000 trained horsemen without disturbing the 
infantry organizations. A new class of officers with the 
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title of Inspectors of Mechanical Transport has been 
added to the British army. 

The Sentinel, the first vessel of the new British scout 
class, launched on April 19, is 360 feet long, 40 feet 
broad, and has a mean draught of 14 ft. 2 in. Her max- 
imum speed with forced draught is to be 25 knots on the 
contractors’ trial in smooth water. Her armament con- 
sists of ten 12-pounder and eight 3-pounder quick-firing 
guns. Her coal capacity is sufficiently large, it is esti- 
mated, to give her coal endurance of 4,000 miles at cruis- 
ing speed, but will, of course, give her a much smaller ra- 
dius of action at full speed. She will have a complement 
of 286 men. A feature of the vessel is an ammunition 
passage under the upper deck, which gives the crew 
transporting the ammunition from the magazine to the 
guns the protection of the shell plating and the coal in 
the bunkers. There are twelve boilers, arranged in three 
watertight compartments. The new British shallow- 
draught gunboat Widgeon, for river service, launched 
April 16, is 160 feet in length by 24 ft. 6 in. beam, and 
the draught, carrying a load of 40 tons, is 29 inches. She 
is fitted with twin-screws working in tunnels on the 
raised propeller system, with Yarrow’s patent flap ar- 
rangement, by which the maximum efficiency of propul- 
sion is obtained under all conditions of load. 

There has been some dissatisfaction in Russian naval 
circles, the Army and Navy Gazette says, at the failure 
of the authorities to make known the full facts concern- 
ing the recent disaster at Port Arthur. It is quite clear 
that a great deal has yet to be told, and many facts must 
be known which have not reached the public ear. Prince 
Mestchersky, in his paper, the Grazhdanin, speaks bit- 
terly of the manner in which war news is withheld, and 
the Novoe Vremya takes the same line.

The Berlin correspondent of the London Times reports 
that it is announced that the General Staff of the Ger- 
man navy will he supplemented by a Great General Staff 
of the navy. The chief of the General Staff of the navy, 
Vice Admiral Buchsel, will be entrusted with similar duties 
in connection with the new advisory board. The Great 
General Staff of the German navy will be composed of 
seven naval captains, two frigate captains, twelve cor- 
vette captains, and twenty-one commanders, together 
with officers serving in the navy as chief of the staff or 
engaged upon Admiralty duties. The Great General 
Staff of the navy will, therefore, consist of forty-five 
members, of whom twenty-six will he stationed in Rerlin. 

The first turbine torpedo-boat built for the French 
Government launched recently at Havre, is of 95 tons, 
120 feet long, has four turbines developing 18,000 horse- 
power and giving a speed of 24 knots. It cost, completed, 
100,000 francs.

THE MOLTKE OF JAPAN. 


The Moltke of Japan—a man “whose 
,ame is rarely heard, whose face is never 
seen, and whose web is spinning on all 
ides of the Russian forces, as was that 
of the illustrious Danish strategist when 
he locked Napoleon in Sedan”: such is 
General Fukushima, as described by Mr. 
Poultney Bigelow in an interesting article 
in the current Harper’s Weekly. Mr. 
Bigelow met Fukushima while the latter 
was military attaché at the German court, 
a few years before the Chinese-Japanese 
War, and he tells several anecdotes illus- 
trating the shrewdness of the Japanese 
officer, who, while purposely passing him- 
self off as of feeble mental capacity, was 
keenly observant of Western military 
methods and principles, which he was sup- 
nosed to be incapable of understanding. 
Although, says Mr. Bigelow, he spoke 
seven languages, he never allowed any one 
to suspect that he knew anything but a 
few scraps of German. ig? 

Russia also despised his intellect, for 
he was permitted to ride unmolested across 
Siberia, from Moscow to the Manchurian 
coast, counting telegraph-poles and taking 


note of the position of bridges, wells, 
farms, and everything that would prove 
interesting to Japanese visitors who might 
come after him. 


On April 30 Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
published the first two volumes of a mili- 
tary history of “Napoleon,” by Lieut. Col. 
Theodore A. Dodge, U.S.A., retired. It 
forms a part of his “History of the Ori- 
gin and Growth of the Art of War,” in 
which the work of four great ca@ptains has 
already been treated—Cesar, Alexander, 
Gustavus Adolphus and Hannibal. Special 
attention has been given to the letters and 
orders written by Napoleon himself, and 
also to the statements of the original au- 
thorities from a geographical and topo- 
graphical point of view. The maps are 
peculiarly serviceable in bringing before 
the eye the battles and campaigns des- 
cribed in the text. The first two volumes 
contain over 100 charts and maps, in ad- 
dition to a valuable collection of some 130 
portraits, including 14 of Napoleon, and 
more than 100 cuts of uniforms and arms 
of the period. This work touches upon the 
political history of the era only so far as 
is essential to elucidate the military situ- 
ation, but it will interest all students of 
the Napoleonic period, for it is believed 
that no other history of Napoleon presents 
so fully the military side of Napoleon's 
career. 





The object of the sincere admiration of 
Many young women who live in Brooklyn 
walks across the bridge daily wholly un- 
conscious of the sensation his appear- 
ance creates in susceptible bosoms. He is 
young, exceedingly tall, and his erect, dig- 
nified bearing has made him the observed 
of all the feminine observers on the bridge 
promenade.

The other 
day the vision appeared in an Artillery of- 
ficer’s uniform, and the secret of his soldier- 
ly bearing was out. Since then fourteen 
young women have invested $14 in copies 
of the Army manual of exercises. Prob- 
ably if the War Department could be in- 
duced to have more officers on parade in 
New York there would be still more sales 
of Army drill manuals.—New York Sun. 


Mr. Arthur Rigg publishes in the Lon- 
don Engineer two articles to exploit his 
theory concerning screw propulsion first 
presented many years ago. It starts on the 
basis that the screw propeller has nothing 
to do with a screw, in the ordinary sense 
of the term, but that it is an oblique pad- 
dle, propelling a vessel more like the tail 
of a salmon than the legs and feet of a 
frog. Its author claims that it accounts 
rationally for the phenomena formerly ac- 
counted for by “slip.” Mr. Rigg holds that 
it is by virtue of a current driven back- 
wards and not owing to any solid resistance 
of the water, that a ship is propelled and that 
one-half the indicated horsepower of a ma- 
rine engine goes to propel a ship forward. 
and the other half is expended in driving 
an equivalent column of water backwards, 
the dominant direction of currents of water 
driven backwards being perpendicular to 








the driving surface of the blades of the 
screw. Mr. Rigg says of his theory that 
“it leads directly to the design of a good 
propeller while nothing of the sort can be 
claimed for that muddle of facts, fallacies, 
and mathematics that constitutes the 
theory so many believe in, and for which 
the new one is offered as a substitute.” 





In accordance with its usual custom, the 
American Flag Association has issued a 
circular reminding the public that Tues- 
day, June 14, 1904, will be the 127th anni- 
versary of the adoption of the Stars and 
Stripes as the flag of the United States, 
and earnestly requesting co-operation in se- 
curing the widest peautbie observance this 
year. Mayors are requested to order flags 
to be displayed upon the municipal build- 
ings of their respective cities, and by form- 
al proclamation, or otherwise, to invite 
their fellow citizens to do the same upon 
their private buildings. Editors are re- 
quested to make editorial comment, and to, 
publish historical articles upon the sub- 
ject the flag; and to request the public 
to display the national colors on June 14. 
School officers and teachers are requested 
to arrange for patriotic exercises appro- 
priate to the day. American patriotic so- 
cieties are urged, through their officers and 
members to assist in stirring up popular 
enthusiasm by public appeals through 
local mediums, and by observances of the 
anniversary. All American citizens are 
earnestly invited to join in the public re- 
cognition of the birthday of the emblem of 
our nationality.
